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‘SAVE HIM, SAVE HIM!" 
Trolley Driver Grabs 
Lad in Train's Path 


An alert 24-year-old Atlanta trolley operator risked his life 
Saturday to save an 18-year-old Joe Brown high school senior 
who had stumbled over a railroad track and was lying uncon- 
scious in the path of an oncoming streamliner. 

While passengers screamed, “Save him, save him!”, Oper- 
ator C. D. Bishop jumped from his East Point-Hapeville track- 
less trolley, raced across the tracks and pulled Leonard 
Harris, of 983 Dill Ave., S. W., to safety only seconds before 
the train passed over the spot where he had fallen. 


The rescue was at Cooledge Crossing at Lee Street and 
Campbellton Road. 


“It was the bravest act I’ve ever seen,” declared Mrs. J. W. 
Hardin, of 1604 Evans Dr., a passenger on the trolley. - 


Ralph McGill, Editor of The Constitution, and Lockwood 
Doty, News Director of WCON, have recommended Bishop for 
the Carnegie Hero Medal, awarded by the Carnegie Hero Fund 
Commission to those who have risked their lives to save others. 

- Bishop, a tall, handsome. dark-haired man who has worked 
for Georgia Power Company a year and a half, modestly dis- 
claims any heroism. 

“Anybody else in my place,” he said, “would have done the 
Sgme thing.” 

Bishop said he saw Leonard running to catch the trolley and 
slowed down. 

“When I glanced his way the second time.” he said, “I saw 
him lying on the tracks. About a hundred yards away. the 
streamliner was approaching, I grabbed my hand brakes, 
jumped out and ran and pulled him out of the way.” 

“The operator might have been killed himself,” a passenger 
reported, “and the boy certainly would have been torn to 
pieces.” 

Bishop said he didn’t have time to get scared until it was 
—— “Then | realized,” he said, “what a close shave I'd

Leonard freely admitted he owed his life to Bishop. 

“I was On my way to basketball practice,” he explained. 
“After I fell, I didn’t know what happened. The next thing 
I knew, the train was passing by and this operator had me. If 
it weren’t for him, I wouldn’t be talking about it now.” 

Leonard’s face, left shoulder and leg were skinned and 
bruised in the fall, but, as he said, “I’ll get over that.” 

“There’s one thing certain,” he concluded, “I'm never going 
to run after another trolley'”

Judge Underwood Plans To Retire

Judge Emory Marvin Underwood, for 17 years senior judge of 
the United States District Court forgthe Northern District of Geor- 


gia and one of the most widely knowWn and best-loved jurists in the 
South, has written President Truman that he wishes to retire “from 
regular active service’ March 5. 

Judge Underwood celebrated his seventieth birthday Dec. 11, 
and his decision to retire is based on a long-time conviction that 
judges should “get off the bench before they are so old they are 
incapacitated without knowing it.” 

“Retirement is voluntary,” explained Judge Underwood in an 
interview at his country home near Sandy Springs, “but I want 
to stop now while I THINK I’m in my right mind!” 


The Federal Judge will maintain an office at the Old Post Office, 
across the library from his present suite, and will continue to 
“nerform such judicial duties as may be authorized by the senior 
circuit judge, the Chief Justice of the United States Supreme Court 
of senior circuit judges of other circuits” or as he himself may 
wish to undertake. 


The remainder of the time he expects to spend between “Far- 
view,” his farm home, where he is in the midst of buijding a stone 
retaining wall around a terrace, and his lodge in the mountains near 
Franklin, N. C. His successor cannot be named until Congress 
passes a bill re-creating a second judgeship in this district, Judge 
Underwood explained. At the time the post now filled by Judge 
Robert L. Russell was created the bill carried a provision that the 
office would cease with the death or resignation of either one of the 
two judges. 


Although he is a quiet, methodical man, little given to colorful 
language or showy techniques, Judge Underwood has become an 
almost legendary figure in court circles. He is the subject of in- 
numerable stories, humorous and affectionate, and there is hardly 
an amateur mimic in the State who hasn’t at one time tried his hand 
at taking off Judge Underwood’s courtroom mannerisms, thrusting 
his arms through his cuffs jerkily, coughing slightly and rebuking 
a lawyer or a witness briefly, dryly and effectively. Lawbreakers 
respect him. The late John Henry Hardin, well-known “King of 
the Moonshiners” in the North Georgia Mountains, said of him: 
“He's an honest man: I wouldn’t want to lie to him.”. Lawyers awe 
and revere him and prisoners at the Atlanta Penitentiary, many of 
whom he “sent up,” look to him as sinners look to heaven. 

Part of his tremendous popularity in penal institutions is based 
on the fact that Judge Underwood has won national attention as a 
protector of civil rights. He is known as*an authority on habeas 
corpus cases. His own opinion on the coercion of confesions, writ- 
ten in the now famous Sutherland case, a case in which an Atlanta 
‘policeman allegedly branded a Negro prisoner, was one of the

Harris and his assistants, who will 
count among their number Mr. 
Jimmy Watt, Chief Carver for the 
Georgia Marble Company and one 
of the outstanding men in the 
country when it comes to the use 
of the chisel, will be working 
directly upon the stone front of 
the building from large plaster 
models which they will have upon 
the scaffold with them. Mr. Har- 
ris, who is an amiahle man though 
serious about his work, will fre- 
quently come down ‘off the scaf- 
fold to observe the design as it 
shows up from the street level 
under both the morning and after- 
moon sun, and the sidewalk super- 
intendents then will probably be 
able to give him the benefit of 
their counsel.

Carving a mural on stone which 
is already in place is quite differ- 
ent from the way the usual piece 
of sculpture is created. Ordinarily 
the sculptor, working from a liv- 
ing subject, makes a clay model, 
copies it in plaster and then has 
the plaster model cast in bronze— 
thus giving rise to the old expres- 
sion that a piece of sculpture is 
born in clay, dies in plaster and 
then is reborn in bronze. The mu- 
ral that is to be carved in stone 
on the face of a building is first 


born in clay, of course, but be-| 


fore that a great deal of research 
must be done before the clay mod- 
el is made. 

Mr. Harris, a conscientious man, 
spent three months in digging into 
the history of The Constitution, 
studying the relation of the paper 
to the social, agricultural and po- 
litical life of Georgia. He was as- 
sisted by Prof. Ray Nixon, author 
of the outstanding biography of 
Henry Grady, and by Wilbur G. 
Kurtz, historian of the Old South. 
After he had finished he had about 
20 possible scenes which might 
properly tell the story of the birth, 
life and growth of The Constitu- 
tion. He finally narrowed the se 
lection down to five main panels 
and four transition panels. 

When he had decided upon the 
subject matter of his panels, he 
in his studia a rep- 
lica of that portion of the build- 
ing on which the mural was to ap- 
pear on a scale of two inches to 
the foot.

Norwegian scientists have a jelly, made from seaweed, that 
swells in water, so that the mixture can be cut with a knife. 
They call it “making water stand on edge.” 

Half of one percent of this jell added to water will jell the 
entire mass so that it can be sliced. The jell is a vegetable 
starch extracted from seaweed. Similar starches are made in 
other countries from seaweed, but the Norwegians claim no 
other swells nearly so well. The stuff is uSed for making 
nearly 1,000 different products. The range of uses embraces 
rubber, plastics, jam, mayonnaise, explosives and paint.

After March 51, all except one- 
and two-family houses and farm 
buildings will be required to ob- 
tain certificates of occupancy 
good for five years, or temporary 
permits good for one year while 
needed repairs are being made. 
The deadline is Dec. 31, by which 
time Kennard expects between 
150,000 and 200,000 Georgia build- 
ings will have been examined and 
granted occupancy certificates or 
permits. 

It will be unlawful for a local 
building inspector to issue a per- 
mit for new construction until the 
plans have been approved by a 
qualified examiner and a certifi- 
cate of occupancy issued. 

By the year’s end, Kennard ex- 
pects the administration and en- 
forcement of the law to be made 
self-sustaining through receipt of 
nominal fees for occupancy cer- 
tificates and permits. And taxpay- 
ers will benefit, he said, through 


from Sept. 15 to Nov. 1, 1946, and 
failed to pay the corporation for 
political advertising in the news- 
paper. ;

His family moved to Atlanta when 
his father was named presiding 
elder in this district and he at- 
tended the Atlanta public schools 
and later the Webb School in Bell- 
buckle, Tenn. He received his 
bachelor of arts degree and his 
law degree from Vanderbilt Uni- 
versity, where he played end on 
the football team and was captain 
of the track team. 

“That was the only elective of- 
fice I have ever held, except possi- 
bly one on the debating team,” the 
judge reported with a twinkle in 
his eye. 

He has remained a faithful Van- 
derbilt football fan and has sewed 
on the University’s Board of 
Trustees for 26 years. Following 
his graduation from Vanderbilt he 
spent a year abroad studying at 
the University of Paris, the Sor- 
bonne and traveling in England 
and Scotland. At Vanderbilt he

BY ROCKETS, GUIDED MISSILES

The tremendous forces that rockets and guided missiles 
produce when they speed up, or when they veer from their 
courses, will be brought into the laboratory by a new machine 
designed by the General Electric Company. This machine is 
a 50-foot-long beam, that will be whirled the same as a toy 
weight attached to the end of a string. The beam will be 
attached to a central shaft, rotated by a 4,000-horsepower mo- 
tor. The outer end of the beam can be made to travel so fast 
that its centrifugal pull will be 40 times greater than the pull 
of gravitation. Human beings, in planes, may blackout when 
this centrifugal pull reaches four to five times the pull of 
gravity. The 40-fold force is that of rockets and weapons.

Steinbeck began to worry about 
Capa’s reviews when he repeated 
the performance in Prague and 
elsewhere. Criticism had become 
a major inconvenience. —

Too strict, too much homework, not under- 
standing—is what Atlanta youths say about 
their No. 1 problem—school teachers. 

Gilbert Roper, of 577 Rankin St., N. E., a 
student at Roosevelt, said, “Some of ’em (teach- 
ers) are too strict on certain things like chewing 
gum, or getting a drink of water. Another gripe 
is the supply teachers who change the rules of 
the room during the few days they’re here.” 

At Grady, Helen Frances Reid, of 1116 Rose- 
dale Dr., N. E., doesn’t like teachers who are 
always suspicious that you’re cheating. “I like 
teachers who act like their pupils were their 
friends instead of arch enemies.”

Confederacy's Stamps Reflect 
- Romance, Fortitude and Sacrifice

Confederate Stamps, and their 


collection, are one of the most fas- 
cinating phases of the philatelic 
hobby. There are a number of rea- 
sons for this special interest. Pri- 
marily the Confederate States of 
America was a Government, 
whose issue of postal adhesives 
was limited in number and period 
of issue. Thirteen stamps were is- 
sued from Oct. 16, 1861, to Dec., 
1864. The 13 stamps comprise the 
total issue: there will be no more. 
Historicaliy, no other series of 
stamp embraces the romance, for- 
titude and sacrifices of the epoch 
they represent. To the collector 
whose interest extends beyond 
this stamps, no other series in- 
spires such desire for completing 
the collection of postal symbols of 
a Government. : 


MATERIAL IS SCARCE 

There are two methods, or bet- 
ter yet, a combined method of col- 
lecting Confederate philatelic ma- 
terial. The stamps unused or used, 
removed from the envelope, or 
used on the entire envelope, which 
gives the postal history and often 
fascinating information of actual 
history, particularly if the letter 
still remains in the envelope, phi- 
latelically termed the “cover.” The 
recommended collection of both 
stamps and covers, will, however, 
tax the ingenuity of the collector 
for all of this prized material is 
scarce. The most material is 82 
years old, yet attics and store- 
rooms with forgotten cob-webbed 
trunks, old desk and chest draw- 
ers, still expose faded ribbon-tied 
bundles of letters whose romance 
faded with the toll of battle. 


‘In the sort period between the 
secession of the States and the 
formation of the Confederacy, 
Federal Stamps were used and 
their covers are prized, but rare. | 
Federal envelopes with franked 
stamps were surcharged by the. 
Confederacy for official use, by) 
various departments. Uncle Sam 
soon interfered and voided Feder- | 
al Stamps used on mail emanating) 
from the Southern States, thus 
these official envelopes in conse- 
quence are also rare. With no 
stamps for mail, individual post- 
masters established their own sub- 
stitutes, either special printed ad- 
hesives or use of their postal can- 
ce] stamp, creating “Provisionals,” 
a type of cover very elusive and 
rare. A Southern envelope from 
February, 1861, to March, 1862, 
with two town cancellations is a 
fairly indication of a prized pro- 
visional. 

WEALTH OF HISTORY 

Subsequent to the provisionals 
were the hand-stamped “Paids,” 
where the envelope was stamped 
“Paid 5, or 10” (see cut) and:can-' 
celed with the postal stamp of the 
issuing post office. Others, par- 
ticularly those mailed from train- 
ing or concentration camps, were) 
stamped “Due 5 or 10,” and the. 
postal fee paid by the addressee.) 
These covers afford a wealth of) 
Confederate history, are not too 
rere and provide a convincing ar- 
gument for cover collecting. 


The first actual postage stamp) 
issued by the Confederate States | 
of America was the 5-cent green) 
(see cut) bearing the portrait of. 
its President, Jefferson Davis. 
This stamp was engraved by Hoy-| 
er & Ludwig, of Richmond, Va.,| 
and placed on sale Oct. 16, 1861.) 
Several stones were lithographi-| 
cally processed an dvarious shades 
and varieties resulted. 


The next stamp was the 40-cent 
blue (see cut), also lithographed | 
by Hoyer & Ludwig, of Richmond, | 
and carried the portrait of Thomas, 
Jefferson.

This is one of the finest designed | 
stamps issued, and was placed on 
gale about Nov. 8, 1861.

In the collection of covers many

time, quite often having a Union 
‘Stamp inside and a Confederate 
outside; and homemade envelopes 
of wallpaper, ledger sheets, hand-

scarcity. Added to this stimulus of 
‘cover collecting are the cancella- 
‘tions of obsolete and historic post 
offices, and the addresses of the 
writers and _ recipients—Lieuten- 
ants, Captains, Colonels, Generals 
and Privates, who made history 
80 years ago. 

There is only one worry in col- 
lecting Confederate material—it 
‘has been viciously counterfeited, 
especially the early provisionals 
‘and the rarer issues of the ad- 
hesive stamps. However, this 
worry can easily be dispatched. 
There are a number of reputable

'thusiastic collectors who are well 
versed in this specialized hobby 
and will gladly help the novice.

Following hard on the heels of the 
young men of 17 and 18 arrested for van- 
dalism—all from substantial homes where 
each mad been subjected to better-than- 
average discipline and supervision—came 
another 17-year-old case. 


This one was more in the pattern. A 
17-year-old girl, mother of two children, 
possessed herself of but a sixth-grade edu- 
cation, from a broken home where the 
mother’s only expression at the time of 
her marriage was “Don’t: look to me no 
more,” was arrested for shoplifting arti- 
cles. most of them for babies, valued at 
a little more than $100. 


Her husband, a veteran with no job 
skill, had been unable to provide for her, 
the two babies and himself. When his sub- 
sistence checks started coming for his on- 
the-job training, he was too deep in debt 
to be of much help. 


At the time the young men were ar- 
rested The Constitution’s Editor suggested, 
in a personal column, that young first of- 
fenders, arrested for non-felony crimes, 
should be paroled under proper super- 
vision and that public opinion, which now 
insists on publicity, arouse itself to de- 
mand of newspapers that the names and 
pictures of young first offenders be not 
published. 


"t is difficult enough for first offenders 
to make a comeback. It is the more diffi- 


case, parole could be granted in almost all 
of them, with weekly reporting dates and 
weekly reports also from parents, schools 
or employers. 


This should be the course for all first ° 


offenders. For those involved in more 
serious felony cases, we believe the State 
should set up schools for first offenders 
which would be schools and not barred 
prisons. 

The young girl oppressed by poverty 
obviously is not a criminal any more than 
are the young men who are under arrest 
as vandals. She seems to have a real af- 
fection for her children; she and her ex- 
soldier husband, without much background 
to help them, have stuck together so far. 
Given a chance after this first offense, 
they might make it. Society, we think, 
owes first offenders that much—instead of 
publicity and jail sentences. 

We recommend for all, rich and poor, 
that the courts pass sentence on all prop- 
erly screened first offenders and parole 
them into the care of proper supervising 
agencies. And we pledge ourselves to 
assist society by withholding publicity if, 
and when, society decides it wants to do 
what we believe to be the right thing. 

Certainly our prevailing custom of 
publicity, fines and jail or reform sen- 
tences has produced no lessening in the 
number of returns and has not served as 
a deterrent to first offenders.

In Paris--- 


A Sentimental Journey 


A few notes from France: 
| He is one of the finest men I have ever met, 
Pe on but not until we had been thrown together, so to 
speak, on the long plane flight across the Atlantic had I ever 
seen him. | 

But now, at the time I write, the long journey through Austria 
and Germany and Italy was behind us and here was Paris; ancient, 
inviting and filled everywhere with that sense of history and of 
living. I have sought, on other visits there, to put it into words, 
but the words would not come. But it is true, I think, that in 
Paris the art of living has attained its highest peak. And living 
is an art, as is daily attested by the millions who do not live, but 
move through a routine like that of a beehive, in which there is 
not even an awareness of the delights of being aliwe, and a person. 
It is necessary to take time out in which to live, a fact many of us 
learn too late. 

This man of whom I speak was in love with Paris. In 1926 he 
had left it after living in it, being a part of it,.for six years. And 
now he was come back. He was setting out on a “journey senti- 
mental” to see if anywhere there was left any of the old life, the 
old places, the old faces. It was, actually, a dangerous sort of 
thing, because it is not always wise boldly to set forth on a journey 
which may destroy warm, strong memories which add savor to the 
years that remain. Too often the eyes of 20 years later see what 
the eyes of 20 years before would never have seen. -What seemed 
vast and beautiful often seems small and tawdry. What was beau- 
tiful and quaint sometimes seems ordinary and ridiculous; what 
was fine and human 20 years ago too often seems cynical and cal- 
culating today. 


Return Every man who has gone back, after many years, to the 
places he knew as a boy, knows of what I speak. He 
knows the house which was in his memory as a huge, fine house, 
now appears as a small, cheap-looking place. Fields which once 
seemed almost prairies, now appear as small pastures. Trees 
which the boyhood imugination painted as forests fit for a Robin 
Hood, show themselves to the mature man as a small and ordinary 
wood lot The street on which the boy iived and which was in 
the memory as a magic thoroughfare filled with friends and shout- 
ing jJOys, appears to the man on his return years later as a dying 
street in need of the sanitary department, betraying no signs of 
ever having known lust, youthful, happy shouts. 
Truly has it been Said, “You can’t go home again.” 


So, I was worried for this man who was setting out on 
Journey his sentimental journey after 21 years, and I thought 
that at the end of the day we would have to pitch in and cheer 
him up. 

We climbed, first, up to the top of Montmartre, and looked down 
on the chimney tops of Paris and across that wilderness of roofs 
and spires upon which so many, many persons have looked from 
that ancient hill. 7 

And then in a small sireet he found a small bistro, where an old 
woman with a club foot and whiskers growing from a mole on her 
chin, remembered him across 21 years and was happy to see him. 
They sat there and talked of the old days and of the “patron,” who 
was now dead of too much cognac, and we all drank coffee, from 
freshly ground beans, and had a “fine” to pour in it. 

Ab attoir We came down from Montmartre and he apologetically 

directed the driver to the great walled city where.are 
the slaughter houses of Paris. Here, he said, was the only place 
one could understand France and its economy and why it was still, 
basically, a handcraft nation and was not yet a mass production 
country. Even in killing steers and pigs and sheep they were 
individualists. And so they were. Men and women clomped about 
in heavy, wooden-soled boots, their boots, pants or skirts spattered 
with blood. At their waists they wore a wide, wooden case in 
which were put six or eight gleaming knives, used in dressing and 
carving the meat. It was fascinating to see. We just walked in and 


stood about and watched and saw them tackle the bloody jobs to be | 


done. I understood what he meant. 

Cafe Then he recalled a restaurant. one near the slaughter house, 
and we went there. It was magnificent. Here again the 

“patron” was dead, but his widow remembered him, and kissed 

him on each cheek and then stood back with an admonishing finger. 

“Don’t you come back here banging on the door after 10 vu’clock 
at night the way you used to,” she said. 

So we had a magnificent luncheon, starting with the great 
snails, followed by soup and fish and souffle potatoes and salad and 
cheese. She and two of her waitresses stood about and talked and 
it was grand. 

There were some disappointments, but the Bois was fine and 
the races and at Harry’s New York Bar we had the great luck to 
find Harry McElhone, the dapper Scot, himself in attendance. He 
sat with us and refused to recall he once had barred the “Senti- 
mental Journeyer” from his bar “for life.” We talked of Sparrow 
Robertson and of Bill McGeehan and Col. Tillinghast L’Hommedieu 
Huston and the old pals. 

Harry McElhone said that Paris was still the same—that the 
young men still were coming to be great painters, writers and 
sculptors. Some of then would fail and some would become drunks 
and some would hit the jackpot of fame and fortune. It was always 
so, he said. And I believe him. 

So the talk ran on and on and at 10 there was dinner and we 
walked back through the night with the stars shining in the ancient 
sky and life seemed pretty good. I had never really seen Paris 
that way before and I knew I never would again, because not 
often is it given to one to be present when another man comes 
back after 20 years and finds most of his old memories green and 
warm and as filled with the salt of life as they were before.

‘The Iron Curtain’ 
Poses a Dilemma 


This Russian policy of secrecy creates more 
than one puzzling problem for the rest of the 
? : world. It is so difficult to know what policy to 
adopt in your relations with anyone who is so secretive you know 
nothing of what they think, plan or are capable of pertorming. 
I don’t, as a regul°: thing, consider it advisable to even talk 
about a possible war with Russia. If you talk much about such a 
tragedy the very fact that you help to turn people’s minds into 
such a channel contributes to making it become reality. If every- 
body talks as though such a conflict is inevitable, the very power 
of mental suggestion can make it come true. However, for this one 
time, let us assume there is very real. genuine danger of war be- 
tween Russia and the U. S. (That old “iron curtain” makes such 
an assumption purest guesswork, as you see.)

For 
she could, in a very few hours, eliminate entirely many of our 
greatest cities and centers of war production. Those of us who 
were left could do nothing but accept abject surrender and na- 
tional slavery without delay. Or just wait for death. 

What has Russia been doing in this respect behind that iron 
curtain? The secrecy she maintains may, as a matter of fact. be 
the basic cause of doom for many of her own people. 

We know we have the atom bombs 


We Have the Bombs and the know-how to produce them, 


ar many as we need. If we knew that Russia, too, had them, it might 
be possible for both powers to abandon atomic fission as a war 
weapon. 

Again, we don’t ki.0w what Russia has. 

So, in event of war coming, it may be necessary for us to use 
our bombs without a moment’s delay or hesitancy. Which means, 
in blunt fact, the destruction of a number of Russian cities and war 
production centers, even as atom bombs destroyed Hiroshima in 
Japan. 

And, of course, surviving humanity would in all probability de- 
nounce America as the most brutal, ruthless nation in all history, 
Such bombing would inevitably shock the conscience of mankind. 

Are we prepared to risk that moral condemnation? There is, 
it seems to me, only one possible way of avéiding such an outcome 
—if war comes—and that is for Russia to lift the iron curtain and 
permit the world to know in full just how far she has gone in 
preparation for atomic war. 

Then mutual \agreement in the cause of world survival might 
be possible. 

Otherwise I can foresee only two possible outcomes of such a 
war. 

One is utter destruction of civilization as we know it, possibly 
the mutual destruction of the human race. 

The other is annihilation of large Russian cities, with the United 
States doomed for centuries thereafter to carry the mark of Cain 
and to be looked upon with horror by other peoples. 

This, I concede, has been a gloomy column. The world, I con- 
tend, is today a gloomy place. Let us all pray, in utter sincerity, 
that no such war ever comes.

Power Is 
In the People 


A man named Pegler recently | 
made an incredible statement con-

They discovered that the people 
of the United States have unlimit- 
ed power; that the Constitution 
does not limit the power of the) 
people, but the people limit the 
powers of the Constitution. The 
people made it, and can change 
it as they wish. 

The incredible part—the part 
hard to believe—is that men in 
‘Congress needed to be told these 
things. 


ORDINARY citizens who haven't 
read the Constitution—and this 
category probably includes the 
‘majority—seem to regard it as a 
document with mysterious powers, 
|beyond the comprehension of com- 
mon men. But, despite the legal 
hair-splitting of eminent attorneys 
with axes to grind, it is a simple 
‘contract between the whole people 
and a group of hired hands called 
the government. The members of 
this group are public servants, 
hired for brief and definite periods 


- to manage the public’s business, 


and have no authority or power 
whatever except that given to 
them by the people. 

(Their. status is exactly that of 
‘the president, vice president, man-| 
agers, foremen and workmen em- 
ployed by a great corporation.) 

The Constitution does not give 
a single right or liberty to any-| 
body. It is not a divine instru- 
ment handed down from Sinai, or| 
a concession made by a King) 
John, 

Every person, like every wild 
animal, is born with unlimited lib- 
erties. The people themselves 
‘limit these liberties, for their own 
good, as experience shows the 
need, 


THE PEOPLE of the Thirteen 
Original States, realizing their 
need of a more perfect union, de-| 
vised a contract called the Consti-| 
tution to establish a central gov-| 
ernment. Having just overcome 
‘one tyranny, they were determined 
‘not to give their new government 
too much power. 

The Constitution, which was de- 
clared the supreme law of the 
land, defined the duties of the new | 
government and gave it certain 
‘clearly defined and limited pow 
ers; declared that rights not men- 
‘tioned in the Constitution were re- 
'tained by the people, and that all, 
powers not given to the central) 
‘government were reserved to the!

The Georgia Public Service Commission was 
hearing a case which touched the pocketbooks of 
thousanas of Atlantans.

On the second day there was 
only a handful of people in the hearing room—and all of them were 
either representatives of the Georgia Power Company or the city 
governments or the two representatives of a newly formed Con- 
sumers’ Council. There were no curious citizens present. The 
hearing, which involves the petition to raise trolley fares in Atlanta, 
will drag out for many more days. | 


Matt McWhorter, Vice Chairman of the Commission, said times 
had changed in the crowds attracted to a rate hearing. A few years 
ago large rooms would be packed to overflowing for such a hearing, 
he said. The Power Company rhight explain the absence of citizens 
with the claim that the citizens approve their request for higher 
fares to offset rising labor costs. Commission members might con- 
tend that the public is showing great confidence in the Commission 
by indicating that it trusts the Commission to look after the public’s 
welfare without any watching from the sidelines. 


The real reason for the absence of onlookers, 
Real Reason however, is the lack of drama in the hearings. 
There are no blondes to cross their pretty knees in an “old-look” 
dress to attract eyes on the witness stand. There is no exciting 
cross-fire of oratory between fiery lawyers. There is no dramati- 
zation of events—like taking members of the Commission on a trol- 
ley ride during the peak rush hours to see if they could get seats 
under the present type of service offered and on which the Com- 
pany brags—or, on the other hand, putting a 1927 streetcar into 
service in Atlanta to show how much the service has improved 
without an inerease in fares. Instead of blondes, middle-aged statis- 
ticians sit in the witness chair all day long and relate dull figures by 
the barrelful.. In place of flaming oratory that enlivens courtroom 
scenes, polite attorneys calmly and slowly lay their cases before 
the Commission, take several days off for study and then resume 
with cross-examination. Instead of drama, they offer charts, and 
charts, and more charts, which are difficult for even college-edu- 
cated mathematicians to follow and keep, awake. 


To be sure that the public understood its side of the question, the 
Power Company had a public relations expert prepare a synopsis 
of the testimony of each of the Power Company’s witnesses. This 
writer waded through the bulky figures and picked out the high- 
lights to hand to the newsmen who were covering the hearing. The 
reporters could check this synopsis against the actual testimony 
of the witness, and then have a clearer picture of what was transpir- 
ing. One reporter didn't — that the public relations writer had 
“boiled down” the testimdny for the benefit of the papers. He 
thought he had before him the full testimony the witness was 
scheduled to give. He began to squirm when the witness talked 
on and on, far more into detail than the public relations man’s copy. 
Finally the reporter blurted out: “If the witness would stick to the. 
script and quit ad-libbing, we would have already completed this 


hearing.” 

: This week the Greyhound Bus Line 
Charges Going Upward will ask permission to. increase 
fares to commuters, and Suburban Coach Lines will want to hike 
the fare to Buckhead. The Commission is still studying a request 
of the Southern Bell Telephone Company to increase its rates. Re- 
quests are coming in so fast from gas firms, truck lines and all 
utilities for higher rates to offset rising costs that the Commission 
has hired special counsel and experts to help represent the public 
in the contest against the brilliant corporation lawyers.

THE REPUBLICAN offer in the 
bill prepared by Rep. Knutson, 
Rep., Minn., House Ways and 
Means Committee Chairman, is 
not so generous to the low-income 
groups. The Republicans do theirs 
differently by increasing the ex- 
emption from $500 to $600. The 
Presidents proposal would be 
translated into an exemption of 
about $700. The Knutson proposal 
would relieve from income tax 
about 7,000,000 who now pay it, 
as compared with 10,000,000. 


The Republican scheme would 
cost the Treasury more. The fig 
ure is $5.6 billion, compared with 
$3.2 billion of the President’s plan. 


Maybe the President’s offer 
will induce Republicans to do 
better for the lit‘le fellow.

When the World's Greatest 


Violinist Took a Bride, He May

ILL Yehudi Menuhin’s pri- 
vate life follow the pattern of 
his musical life? 

When he was three years old, Mr. 
and Mrs. Menuhin gave their chubby 
son a toy fiddle which he tried and 
threw on the floor. 

Then these parents did a strange 
thing, with even stranger results. 

In spite of his discouraging beha- 
vior they bought Yehudi a real violin 
which he accepted. 

A year later he accepted cheer- 
fully that bane of childhood, a music 
teacher, and when only ten years old, 
was acclaimed a boy prodigy with 
. promise of genius. 

Now, at the age of 31, Yehudi 
Menuhin has kept that promise; also 
he has been divorced from his first 
wife, Nola Nicholas, who is three 
years younger, and married in Lon- 
don Diana Gould, who is three years 
older. In this switch some see a 
similarity to the childhood incident of 
the toy fiddle and the violin. 

Nola has stated that the genius 
asked her to sit in the audience and 
tell him how people reacted but when 
she told him, he didn’t like it and 
their troubles began. Diana has prom- 
ised to do the very same thing. Can 
she get away with it? 

The violinist’s first love was love 
at first sight and nobody disputes 
that it was true love on both sides.

HERE is Chum?

During the evening she told 
her friends that she was going for a 
ride with a young man she referred 
to only as Frank. 

Ruth never came back, and three 
days later her body was found float- 
ing in a cranberry bog miles away. 

An unfortunate chain of circum- 
stances led to young Goodale’s arrest 
for Ruth's murder, although both 
Russ and his mother insisted from 
the beginning that he was at home 
long before the hour when the crime 
supposedly was committed.

HE life story of Barbara Hutton, who has 

spent millions acquiring and relinquishing 

the titles of Princess and Countess, might 
have been told in a brief obituary in a country 
weekly, if the man responsible for her fantastic 
career hadn't made a mistake. 

The man was her grandfather, F. W. Wool- 
worth, the self-made merchant who detested titled 
fortune hunters. Had he lived, he probably would 
have been the first to frown on his granddaugh- 
ter’s unquenchable twin desires: to live like a 
Princess and be addressed as Princess. 

And with the frown, he might have added: 

“I made another mistake. I left too much 
money to people who didn’t know how to use it 
properly.” 

Woolworth’s mistake, the one that made him 
a multimillionaire and Barbara Hutton a Million 
Dollar Baby, came in his first merchandising 
venture. 

After years of clerking in a dry goods store 
for $3.50 a week, he opened his own shop in 
Utica, N. Y. He tried to emulate peddlers who 
bought fancy goods. cheap and undersold other 
competitors and stores. 


rICA didn’t like the idea and Woolworth failed. 

At first he blamed the stayaways for being 
fools and not appreciating values. 

“But then,” he said later, “I knew everyone 
in Utica couldn’t be a fool. It dawned on me 
I was at fault. They knew what they wanted 
and I wasn't giving it to them.”

Had people patronized his first store, giving 
him a comfortable living, it is entirely possible 
he would have been content, and a billion dollar 
business wouldn’t have been born. 

His grandchildren, including Barbara Hutton, 
might now be settled upstate in New York, instead 
of roving the world and making headlines. 

As it was, Woolworth sat down and took stock 
of himself and the buying public. 

He finally arrived at the decision that the 
average person would spend more money for a 
number of articles than for one article that would 
represent an investment. 

He also decided that new manufacturing pro- 
cesses could turn out small articles for half their 
present cost. With this in mind he and his wife, 
Jennie, went to Lancaster, Pa., and on skimpy 
capital opened his first Five-and-Ten-Cent Store. 

On June 22, 1879, he reported to his father 
on a penny postal card, 

“Dear Father: 

“I opened my store here for trade yesterday 
and did not advertise any. No one knew there 
was a five-cent store in this city until Friday 
night and we managed to sell yesterday in one 
day $127.65, which is the most I ever sold in one 
day. We sold $80 in the evening alone. I had seven 
clerks and they had to work, you bet. We could 
have sold $200 if the store had been larger. Jennie 
helped me last night. I think of starting a branch 
store in Harrisburg, Pa., and putting Sum in it 
if Moore & Smith can spare him. 

“F. W. Woolworth, 
“170 North Queen St., 
“Lancaster, Pa.” 


Overrun With Them. 


The “Sum” mentioned was his brother, Charles 
Sumner Woolworth, who died last January at the 
age of 90. 

“Sum” went with him and eventually rose to 
become No. 2 man in the Woolworth system. 

Frank Winfield Woolworth wasn't the founder 
of the Five-and-Ten-Cent Store, and never claimed 
to be. But it was his ingenuity and enterprise 
that made it a national, and then an international, 
institution. 


NE of his first moves, when the expansion 

Started from Lancaster, was to adopt a uni- 
form color scheme for his store fronts. ‘The color 
was to be a fire engine red. The Great Atlantic 
& Pacific Tea Co. had been using that color for a 
trade mark but no legal battle. followed when 
Woolworth adopted it. 

He also abolished the showcase. 

“Put the goods on the counters,” he ordered. 
“Let the customer see them at close range, and 
handle them. Even encourage him. People are 
fundamentally honest.” 

He was right. 

There were few losses by theft. Surveys made 
by his and other firms have shown that losses 
through theft of openly displayed merchandise 
average only about two per cent, or less. 

But, although he believed in the _ essential 
honesty of people, he also believed his clerks 
should be alert and watchful. 

Once, to emphasize this point, he made a tour 
of one of his stores incognito. 


TROLLING from section to section, he filled his 

pockets with doll dresses, baby ribbon, cakes 
of soap, rubber balls, stickpins, bow ties and even 
a tlaw hammer. 

On kis way out he stopped at the manager’s

desk, introduced himself, and dumped his loot on 


the desk. 
“It is true people are essentially honest,” 


Woolworth said. “So let’s not encourage them to 
become dishonest. Tell your clerks to be more 
watchful.” 

He worked hard and demanded the same from 
his employes. His newly appointed managers had 
to sign contracts which contained this clause: 

“I agree during the term of this contract not 
to be interested in any other store or any other 
business, directly or indirectly; that I will occupy 
my time to the company’s best advantage during 
business hours. And I agree not to speculate in 
stocks, grain or securities or enter into any game 
of chance.” 


E WAS given to making little “sermons,” as 

his employes called them. One of these, dated 
August 26, 1897, read: 

“About 12 years ago I had a little eXperience 
of speculating in stocks myself, although I have 
never been guilty of buying stocks on the margin. 

“IT was running the little store in Lancaster, 
‘Pa., and I had some spare money I wanted to 
invest. 

“So I. commenced by buying a few railroad 
stocks and before I was aware of it, I was paying 
much more attention to the quotations in the 
Stock Market than I was to running the store 
and in three months I was losing my trade. 

“And I decided then and there to let stocks 
alone and attend to business. 


44, GOW, if any managers have spare money they 

would like to invest, I advise them to put it 
into bonds or mortgages or something that does 
not fluctuate very much.” 
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His son-in-law, James Paul Donahue, turned 
out to be an inveterate gambler, reportedly lost 
$7,500,000 of the Woolworth millions, and killed 
himself. 

Probably more than any other individual, 
Woolworth revolutionized the equipment of the 
American home with his never-ending sale of 
“gadgets.” In the process, he was piling up a 
fortune the size of which would have made him 
gasp a few years earlier. 

When it dawned.upon him finally that he was 
one of the wealthiest men in the country, with an 
income of $2,000,000 a year, he took stock of him- 
self again, as he had done in Utica when his first 
store failed. 

He recalled that he worked three months for 
nothing as an apprentice in a dry goods store 
before the owner decided he was worth $3.50 a 
week. 


E RECALLED that he had never owned or 
worn a white shirt and collar until he was 21. 
He decided to make amends to himself. 
Thus came into being the mansion at Fifth 
avenue and 80th street. It had 30 rooms, includ- 
ing a music room that, equipped with a great 
organ and lighting effects, cost $250,000. 
Then followed “the little place in the country.” 
It was called Winfield Hall, after his middle name, 
and was an 18-acre estate at Glen Cove, over- 
looking Long Island Sound. He had the master 
house constructed of white marble. 
He decided to erect the tallest and most pre- 
tentious skyscraper in the world. m 
The Woolworth building, in its construction 
and ownership, was unique in several respects. 
Business friends, when they heard of the plans, 
offered to buy stock in the new skyscraper but 


Woolworth said no; he was going to be sole owner 
and it was to be a one-man enterprise. 

It cost $13,500,000 to erect and contractors 
gasped when he insisted on paying for each item 
as it arrived and was installed—in cash! 

By this time, he had developed a Napoleonic 
complex. His private office was modeled upon 
Napoleon’s famous Empire room at Compiegne, 
but was furnished and decorated far more elabo 
rately and the Little Corporal probably would 
have felt like an office boy, ill at ease, within 
its confines. 


OR his Fifth avenue mansion he selected a bath- 

room that was a replica of one designed for 
Bonaparte, even to the fixtures cut from solid 
blocks of Sienna marble. 

As his financial self grew in power and 
stature, F. W. Woolworth’s physical self was 
deteriorating. 

His friends urged him to take up golf, or any 
form of exercise, and get away from his desk 
now and then, but Woolworth scoffed: 

“I can hire someone to take my exercise for 
me. My one relaxation is music, which I can 
enjoy sitting down.” 

He developed a fancy for rich foods, which he 
had never known in his youth, At any hour of 
the day or night he would order lobster or pate de 
fois gras or caviar. Always with over-ripe ba- 
nanas, another food he was deprived of when he 
was poor. 

He scorned suggestions that he visit g dentist. 
Consequently, chronic toxic condition set in. 

As his health declined he became obstinate 
and suspicious. , 


H* STUBBORNLY refused to change his will, 

drawn back in 1889, and naming Mrs. Jennie 

Crejghton Woolworth, a seamstress when he mar- 
ried her in 1876, the sole beneficiary. This 
despite the fact that she had lost her mind 
and Woolworth had been forced to have her 
declared legally incompetent. 

Had he consented, and changed the will, 
the American people who ha@ built his for- 
tune might have benefited--and tragedies 
might have been averted. 

As it*was, Woolworth, with the approach 
of spring’in 1919, had no intention of leaving 
all of his millions to members of his family. 
He discussed several projects with friends. 
One was the establishment of a national 
foundation of music, Where the poor could 
study. a Py 

Another project, Selfishly ;enough, was to 
be the construction of. a city mansion for 
himself covering an enfire block. He felt 
“cramped” in the 30-room -.edifice on Fifth 
avenue. On various occasions, he intimatéd 
that he probably would change his will, but 
he never did. 

In March, 1919,-he took to his bed, the one 
with the golden tester, never to arise again. 

With his death in April, one of the world’s 
greatest fortunes passed into the possession 
of three persons—twg young women and a 
child of six—-Barbara Hutton.

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EW evidence from the heavens 

may soon come to convince man 

more than ever before that he 
is not a lonesome sojourner, but has 
living, intelligent companions 
throughout the universe. 

It is now believed that such evi- 
dence will be collected and interpreted 
with the aid of the mightiest tele- 
scope ever made, the 200-inch reflector 
of the Mt. Palomar Observatory in 
San Diego County, Calif. 

‘Using the 100-inch mirror tele- 
scope of the Mt. Wilson Observatory 
at Pasadena, astronomers § already 
have learned that within this instru- 
ment’s observationa! range there are 
about 100,000,000 galaxies, including 
our own, the Milky Way. 

In each galaxy there are many 
billions of stars. The Milky Way, it 
is estimated, has 150 billion stars, one 
of them being our sun. But the 
Palomar telescope will reach out into 
a ten times larger volume of space 
containing some one billion galaxies. 

Iiluminated by myriads of stars, 
some authorities: believe, must be 
legions of planets having life. 

The question of whether there is 
life on Mars may be settled once and 
for all by the Palomar observations. 
The late Dr. Percival Lowell, 30 odd 
years Startled the world by re- 
porting that he had observed artificial 
“canals” on Mars, 

He believed that although the planet 
was arid, there was a amMAazZ- 
ingly intelligent, skillful Martians. 
whese engineers had constructed a 
system of irrigation to maintain the'r 
fields, gardens and fovests, mighty 
cities and 
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The New Giant Telescope on Mt. Palomar Will Help 

Man Increase His Understanding of Nature's Won- 

ders and Heighten His Spiritual Stature as Other 
Worlds Are Brought Closer to Him. 


gravely doubted the existence of the 
“canals” or any other signs of civil- 
ization, they generally concede that 
some vegetation and lower forms of 
life may flourish on Mars. From 
time to time new clues are discovered. 

Recently, Dr. G. P. Kuiper, Uni- 
versity of Chicago astronomer, has 
detected carbon dioxide gas in the 
atmosphere surrounding Mars. ‘This 
gas, which we breathe out, consists 
of carbon and oxygen, both of which 
are among the most essential chem- 
icals of which all known living organ- 
isms are composed. 

Even if we have no neighbors, 
more or less like ourselves, on Mars, 
Venus or any other planet in 
solar system, there are perhaps 
myriads of worlds in far distant solar 
systems sustaining living beings’ who 
may be much more intelligent than 
mankind. This opinion of most of 
the great astronomers is based upon 
the recent discoveries of 
galaxies which run into millions. 

Sir James Jeans, British astron- 
omer who died a few months ago, 
calculated that if only one star in 
500 million has planets surrounding 
it, there must be at least two-million- 
million planetary systems, with 
worlds bearing life. There are about 
as many stars, he said, as there are 
grains of sand in the Sahara. 

but the number of the worlds 

of developing and maintain- 
soits of life may be unbeliev-

ably greater than Jeans estimated. 
This is one of the outstanding prob- 
lems which is expected to be sowed 
by the aid of the 200-inch telescope. 

Dr. Kdwin P. Hubble, famed Mt. 
Wilson Observatory astronomer, who 
will also be the director and leader 
of Palomar’s observational projects, 
says that the new telescope will en- 
able us to choose between two pos- 
sible pictures of thé universe, so far 
presented by scientific cosmology. 

On the one hand, the universe may 
be small and young ami “closed,” 
somewhat like a sphere. -Its age may 
be less than 1,000,000,000 years. It 
may have 400,000,000 stellar galaxies. 
Also, these galaxies are running away 
from one another, getting farther 
away from us in all directions, 

The other possibility is that the 
universe goes on and on, infinitely, 
with never ending galaxies | ae 
very old (moreethan  3,000,000,000 
years old), and stationary. If that 1s 
the condition of the universe, the 
number of planetary systems, teem- 
ing with worlds carrying living beings 
of all sorts, must be infinite. 

The Palomar telescope will receive 
light rays which have been traveling 
for one billion to two billion. years, 
at the rate of six-million-million miles 
each year. ‘These rays originate in 
the excitement of the same kind of 
atoms as the earth and near-by celes- 
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tial bodies are made of, atoms whose 
enerpey keeps the stars blazing, aS our 
sun blazes. 

By learning all they can 
these light rays, scientistS are as 
sisted in the formulation of new laws 
of nature, and the new application 
of the old laws. ‘The co8mos 1s too 
vast and complex, however, to be 
adequately explored by any one tele- 
scope. So other giant telescopes are 
being planned in California. 

Most important of ail new projects 
is that of the 120-inch mirror tele. 
scope for the University of California, 
for which the state legislature has 
already sanctioned $1,800,000. It was 
the late Dr. W. W. Campbell, astron- 
omer and president of the university, 
who first launched the project of a 
mighty telescope for the already 
famous Lick Observatory. 

According to Dr. C. Donald Shane, 
director of Lick, the 120-inch reflector 
should be ready in five years. ‘Then 
the Three Telescope Sisters+ the 200- 
inch of Palomar, the 100-inch of Mt. 
Wilson and the 120-inch of Lick 
Observatory—-will be closely coordin- 
ated in exploring celestial secrets. 

Every great age of astronomical 
discovery has advanced civilization. 
Galileo and Newton, by their celestial 
studies, laid the foundation 0! 
chine industries and naviga- 
tion. Helium was first discovered in 
the sun. And scientists are now 
learning more about the production 
of atomic energy through their study 
of the stars. 

Additional knowledge 
stars not only increases mans powell 
but also gives him a better unde! 
standing of natural laws, an that 
way should contribute to a furihe 
development of his spiritua] qua:ities.

the Nation

UST how much can we blame the 
actions of a 17-year-old boy whose 
father gives him a sharp pocket- 
knife with the admonition to “cut the 
guts out of anyorie who bothers you?” 

Shall we blame the boy entirely 
when sometime later he is picked up 
and charged with murdering a man? 

‘That was the question confronting 
a judge when a 17-year-old and his 
15-year-old bride were before him. 

The cguple had been hitch-hiking 
from a western city when -ethey fell 
in with three others. The five began 
concocting schemes to raise money. 
The entire group was in a car when 
the 17-year-old instructed his bride to 
play up to the driver. The latter fell 
for the scheme and when he started 
with the girl into a tract of woods 
the husband shot him in the back. 

The judge sentenced the boy toa 
correctional institu- 
tion. 

The fact that every 
six minutes of the day 
and night brings a 
crime of murder, man- 
slaughter, or assault 
is a reproach to the 
thousands upon thou 
sands of decent Amer- 
icans who subject their 
conduct to the com- 
mon weal because 
they are imbued with 
the necessity of living 
in peace. 
What reason pro- 
‘pels some to make 
crime their occupa 
tion? What perverted 
urge leads them to de- 
stroy instead of build? 
These questions were 
recently put to me by 
Guideposts Associates, 
Inc., a non-profit or- 
ganization which is 
seeking to improve the 
Tnoral and religious life of America. 
This article is based-on information 
collected for that worthy organization. 

In seeking the answers to. the 
questions, I sifted and analyzed my 
own experiences with crime in the 
past 23 years. 

My answers, I believe, lie for the 
most part in the homes of the nation. 
Many of the cases coming to my at- 
tention reveal the disturbing fact that 
parents are forgetting their God. 
given obligations to their children. 

It may come as a shock to parents 
to hear that at the end of the recent 
war age 17 led all other age groups 
in arrests for serious crimes. 

A general moral decadence in the 
United States is emphasized bythe 
arrest in 1946 of 108,787 young 
people under 21 years for crimes 
serious enough to warrant finger- 
printing. The brutal truth is that 
youngsters under 21 were responsible 
for 51 per cent of all auto thefts in 
1946, 41 per cent of the burglaries, 28 
per cent of the robberies, 27 per cent 
of the thefts, 26 per cent of the 
criminal assaults and 18 per cent of 
the arsons. 

This is a callous and shameful 
picture. It signifies corruption and 
reflects an utter disregard of human 
rights and human decency. 

Such disregard for others was ex- 
hibited by three boys, all sixth and 
seventh graders, who dragged a heavy 
log across’a railroad track with the 
deliberate intention of causing a 
wreck. Providentially, track work- 
men discovered the timber in time 
and a wreck was averted. 

Why were these youngsters seek- 
ing a thrill which probably would in- 
volve the death of many persons? 
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Because there was no training in their 
homes which would draw their atten- 
tion to the greatest satisfaction of 
all, doing good for others. 

The home built upon firm Chris- 
tian principles is a fortress against 
evil. Those who live within are 
crusaders for decency—disciples of 
democracy. A godless home is built 
upon sand. Buffeted by the tides of 
envy, avarice, greed and sloth, the 
Structure weakens and finally crum- 
bles. Decay seeps into the physical 
and moral structure and crime finds 
an inviting breeding ground. 

There is the case of the boy who 
night after night saw his foster 
parents frequent cheap dives and beer 
taverns. This boy was 15. His real 
father had deserted his mother and 
he and his sister had been sent out 
for adoption. Although his intelli- 
gence was above average, he was dis- 
interested in cooperation and unstable 
emotionally.

On a previous-occasion, his foster 
mother had come in late in an in- 
toxicated condition and berated him 
for staying out late. Then one morn- 
ing after he had gotten in late the 
night before she scolded him as she 
fixed his breakfast. Then she went 
back to bed. 

The boy looked at her sleeping 
form, got a .22 caliber rifle, and shot 
her. He was arrested in a distant 
State and received a long sentence. 

Parents must awaken to the rea- 
lization that the family is the first 
great training school in behavior or 
misbehavior. Children develop a 
sense of right and wrong—they are 
not born with it. 

The home becomes for them their 
first classroom and their parents 
must serve as their first teachers. 

I recall one case where four boys, 
aged 16 and 17, banded together and 
perpetrated a series of Jousebreak- 
ings and thefts. Three of the boys 
were victims of broken homes. 
Parental control was lacking in the 
life of the fourth boy. The mother 
of one of the youngsters had been 
involved with another man in the 
absence of her husband. Her son 
knew this and definitely resented the 
delinquency of his mother. 

Our nation is sadly in need of a 
rebirth of the simple life.-a return 
to the days when God was a part of

each household, when families arose 
in the morning with a prayer on their 
lips ang ended the day by placing 
themselves in His care. We should

to the family circle the moments 
when father or mother unfolded the 
lessons of the Bible to eager young 
listeners. 

Today, more than ever before, the 
teachings of the Bible are needed.

tive little girl of 10 snuggled ina 

big armchair as she walked into 
Judge Daniel Cady’s library, she paid 
no attention, for she had disturbing 
things on her mind. 

Flora’s husband had mortgaged 
the farm her father had left her 
without her consent. Now the credi- 
tors were taking over, leaving her 
and the children paupers, 

“Us women ought to have 
rights, Judge,” Flora argued as she 
set down her egg basket. 

The child in the armchair clenched 
her small fists when her father—the 
man she wespected and adored-—said, 
after consulting his law books, “I’m 
sorry, Mrs. Campbell. There is noth- 
ing I can do.” ¢ 

The time was 1825. The place was 
Johnston, N. Y. And the little gir) in 
the big armchair, Elizabeth Cady-—~- 
who later became Elizabeth Cady 
Stanton—whispered to herself: 

“T’ll cut all those wicked laws 
against women out of my father’s 
books and burn them tonight.” 

Out of that impulse grew a life- 
long fight. for women’s rights. That 
struggle is commemorated in an his- 
torical document on the Freedom 
Train, now making a nation-wide tour 
to impress on all Americans the im- 
portance of appreciating and pre- 
serving their personal liberties. The 
document is a petition to Congress 
in 1873, asking for legislation to pro- 
tect women in their right to vote — 
a goal never reached during Eliza- 
beth Cady’s lifetime. 

Climbing up on a ladder when the 
library was deserted young Elizabeth 
tugged weighty tomes from her 
father’s shelves and got ready for the 
bonfire that she hoped would save her 
sex from domination by men. The 
Judge caught her and patiently ex- 
plained that there were hundreds of 
lawyers and law books in the country. 
She couldn’t destroy them all. 

Elizabeth fell secretly in love with 
Edward Bayard, the fiance of her 
older sister Tryphena, while still in 
her teens. 

Bayard, a law student 10 years 
older than Elizabeth, never gave more 
than a passing thought to “the kid.” 

He and Tryphena were married. 
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‘Later Edward saw that the little 
girl grown up was desirable and, 
walking along the Battery in New 
York one night, he told her he loved 
her. He begged her to board a ship 
with him and sail away for a life of 
romance and adventure. 

Elizabeth said “No,” and 
away from the Bayard home. 

Not long after this she met Henry 
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B. Stanton, a fine-looking young man 
and a fiery abolitionist. Here was a 
hero who championed the rights of 
others, Elizabeth became a convert 
to anti-slavery and, within a_ short 
time, the bride of Henry Stanton——but 
insisted that the word “Obey” be 
omitted from her marriage vows. 
They went to England for their 
honeymoon and while abroad attended 
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an anti-slavery convention in London. 

Elizabeth was not a delegate to 
the convention, but she and the few 
women who had been sent as dele- 
gates were forced to sit behind a rail 
and a heavy curtain so the men, who 
denounced their presence as “plain 
opposition to the teaching of the 
word of God,” could not see them. 

This piece of high-handed and 
hypocritical injustice angered Eliza- 
beth and she began laying plans for 
a convention on women’s rights when 
she returned to the United States. 

In 1848, she and four other hap- 
pily married women met secretly in 
Seneca Falls and decided to hold the 
first woman’s convention the next 
week, They prepared a Declaration of 
Sentiments, based on the style and 
content of the Declaration of Inde- 
pendence, which listed 18 grievances 
permitted by laws unfair to women. 

Elizabeth insisted on’ including a 
resolution which read: “It is the duty 
of women to-secure for themselves 
the sacred right to the franchise.” 

This statement was so revolution- 
ary a century ago that it frightened 
women at the convention, and Eliza 
beth’s liberal-minded husband threat. 
ened to leave town if she made it. 

But she presented the resolution 
and eloquently argued it to passage 
by the convention. American women 
— who didn’t win the right to vote 
until 72 years later—owe Elizabeth 
Stanton more than they realize every 
time they cast a ballot. 

For 54 of those 72 years she put 
up a militant fight to prove that 
women are people, too. She went all 
over the country making speeches. 
She edited a newspaper called “The 
Revolution.” She addressed legisla- 
tures. She was ridiculed for trying 
to vote and run for public office. 

But even her worst enemies had 
to admit that she was no frustrated, 
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disgruntled suffragist who neglected 
her home for the soap box. She had 
a long and happily married life, bore 
seven fine children and fulfilled her 
role as a homemaker. 

When she died in 1902, she was 
surrounded by her seven children who 
had gathered to honor her on her 
impending 87th birthday. 

The victory that pleased Elizabeth 
Cady Stanton most was won in 1854, 
over her own father. She read him a 
plea for women’s rights that she was 
going to deliver before the New York 
State Legislature the next day. 

He begged her not to make the 
speech and “shame me in my old age.” 
She refused and he threatened to dis- 
inherit her. He demanded to know 
where a happily married woman got 
such belligerent and radical ideas, 
and she replied. “Right here in this 
house, listening as a child, to the 
complaints women made to you.” 

The old man read her speech again. 
Then he began pulling law books 
from his shelves. 

“T think,” he said, “that I can find 
a few more cruel laws than those 
you've quoted.” Some of these were 
written into Elizabeth’s speech and 
when the old man and his daughter 
parted at one o’clock in the morning, 
he smiled and kissed her. 
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HE headwaiter, resplendent, in 
evening dress, directs the guests 


to their table. The captain of 
waiters comes up smiling to take the 
order. Then the waiter, expertly, 
places the food on the table. 

Sounds like quite a number “of 
people, even for such an exclusive 
and expensive restaurant, to feed one 
party of guests, doesn’t it? Yet one 
of the most important members of 
the food-serving profession has still 
not put in his appearance. The chef? 
No, he’s busy in the kitchen. It’s not 
the proprietor, either. 

The missing man, the important 
little fellow who is hardly ever seen, 
and rarely noticed—he’s the ‘busboy. 

Every restaurant or night club 
has them, busily and furtively trot- 
ting off with the dirty dishes and 
silverware,.keeping his waiter sup- 
plied with clean tableware and nap- 
kins. What few guests realize, how- 
ever, is that the unseen busboy may 
be their wealthy and*gracious host 
some day. 

At the Colony Restaurant in New 
York, where foreign nobility dines in 
uncrowded company with theatrical 
stars and millionaires, a nod of wel- 
come from the two dignified owners, 
George Fiorentino and Gene Caval- 
laro, is an honor indeed. 

Yet both these men, as they hob. 
nob with European nobility and 
American millionaires, make no se. 
cret of the fact that they began their 
careers as busboys, despised and 
abused, but learning. 

At the Ruban Bleu, a cozy little 
night club operated in connection 
with Theodore’s Restaurant, the suave 
proprietor is Tony Mele. He's proud 
to admit, as he greets his guests, that 
he began at the very bottom. 

“It was a cellar, as a matter of 
fact,” Tony says. “It was in Paris, 
and I worked down with the spiders, 
corking the wine. Now, after many, 
many years, I'm right back in a 
cellar—-you have to step down three 
steps to come in my restaurant.” 

Tony left Italy, where he worked 
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in a department store, because some. 
one told him he should see Paris. He 
was busboy and waiter there, and in 
the fashionable spots of Germany, 
Italy and Belgium, and then he 
thought he’d like to see England. 
“There,” he says, “I was shoe- 
Shine boy in addition to being a bus- 
boy and waiter, all for a private fam- 
ily, because I couldn’t speak enough 


English to work in a restaurant. In. 


the morning I sHined the shoes and 
scrubbed the marble steps, then I 
dressed up and served luncheon. In 
the afternoon I curried the horses, 
and evening found me in evening 
clothes, serving dinner.

dressing up, all ever ate was 
cold lamb.” 

Dario Louis Toffenetti, now fa- 
mous in both Chicago and New York 
aS a restaurateur, also began as a 
busboy. A poor Italian immigrant of 
21 years, he began working in Chi- 
cago for $7 a week. At the same time 
he was going to-night school, learn- 
ing English and psychology. 

Finally he invested $1,750 in a res- 
taurant. He worked 14 hours a day 
for six years, and found himself 
$8,000 in debt. “Toff” then made use 
of psychology. 

The next day he appeared in the 
window of his restaurant with a big 
ham and a long, shining knife. He 
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. he says,

sliced the ham with the rhythm of an 
orchestra conductor, occasionally 
pointing, the knife making a shining 
arc, at a sign which advertised a ham 
sandwich for 15 cents. 

Now Toff owns seven Triangle 
restaurants in Chicago, and the big 
Toffenetti restaurant in New York 
Showmanship is still the order of the 
day; Votfenetti's bill of fare contains 
language usually reserved for June 
moons. 

Monte Proser, owner of the Copa- 
cabana, one of New York’s biggest 
and most famous night clubs, likes to 
talk about his busboy days, too. 

“I went to college to be a busboy,” 
Pinned down, Monte admits 

with a grin that he 
was a busboy at a 
fraternity house 
at Columbia Unl- 
versity, and that he 
never quite gol 
around to going to 
classes. : 
From his begin- 
nings as busboy, 
however, Monte 
climbed the ladder 
of success until he 
is now not only 
famous for, the 
“Copa,” but as a 
producer of Broad- 
way shows and 
movies to boot. 
Out in movie- 
land, Anthony M. 
“Tony” Padden is 
known as the genial 
manager of the 
Beverly - Wilshire 
hotel, and a friend 
of most of the stars. Tony came to 
America from Ireland at the age of 
17, and started out as busboy in 
New York before getting out to 
Hollywood. ‘ 

At the Trouville in’ New York, an- 
other -Tony is the host. Tony Gar- 
della, beaming over his immaculate 
white tie, is also proud of his days as 
a busboy in Europe. 

“We had to work like we were in 
the army,” he says, “but we learned 
I can’t get anything like the work 
out of my busboys that the waiters 
back in Paris used to get out of me.” 

Busboys in really fine restaurants 
and clubs work the same system the 
whole world over. They get a few 
dollars a week as salary, and the 
rest of their income comes from the 
waiters. 

It’s a time-tested way of operation, 
because a good busboy can enable 
his waiter to give better service, and 
receive a better tip. The busboy, in- 
cidentally, gets his name from the 
Latin word “omnibus,” which means 
to or for all. He's supposed to do all 
the work. 

The industrious busboy not only 
improves his income, but, by learning 
the game, works his way up. Caval- 
lero and Fiorentino proudly relate 
their steps to success. 

Both went from busboy to waiter, 
then to captain of waiters, and Caval- 
laro was headwaiter and Fiorentino 
a captain when they became co-own- 
ers of the Colony. 

Now Cavallaro spends his summers 
abroad, while Fiorentino is a frequent 
ruest at yachting parties given by 
his customers. Even in the dignified 
atmosphere of the Colony, there's 
plenty of room for democracy.

T WAS in its 25th printing before 
it was seven months off the press. 
it was a book that brought a 
“million women a new kind of thrill. 

Like this: : 

“She was physically afraid of him, 
and she hated him and loathed her- 
self for the fear he inspired. And 
her fear-was legitimate. His strength 
was abnormal, and behind it was the 
lawlessness and absolutism -that al- 
lowed free rein to his savage im- 
pulses. 

“"‘He is like a tiger,’ she mur- 
mured deep into the cushions, with a 
shiver, ‘a graceful, cruel, merciless 
beast.’ 

“*Shall I make you care?’ he 
asked. ‘Shall I make you love me? 
I can make women love me when I 
choose’.” 

And apparently he could, because, 
at the end, “the color stole back slow- 
ly into her face and a little tremu- 
lous smile curved her lips. She slid 
her arm up and around his neck, 
drawing his head down, ‘I am not 
afraid,’ she murmured slowly. ‘I am 
not afraid of anything with your 
arms around me, my desert lover’.” 

It was “The Sheik,”* a novel tossed 
off by Edith M. Hull, an English 
spinster who had never been nearer 
Arabia than Liverpool, and when 
Rudolph Valentino played the role in 
the early movie, with Agnes Ayers, 
as the defiant debutante he tamed, 
women the world over dreamed of 
being carried away by a tawny son 
of the golden sands. 

No matter how exciting it might 
sound in a book or seem on the 
screen, two women are ready to tes- 
tify that life with a sheik can be 
something less thag glamorous. Both 
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Millions Were Thrilled When Rudolph Valen- 
tino Played the Desert Lover Who Tamed a 


Defiant Debutante, but Two Women Know 
What Life With a Real Sheik Is Like 


had experience with Khalil Ben 
Ibrahime El Raoif (or El-Rawaf), a 
prince of the Nedj and a real, “honest- 
to-goodness Sheik of Araby. 

The first was Frances Allison, 
daughter of a New Jersey publisher 
and banker who left $3,000,000 for 
the beautification of the Hudson 
River Palisades and had plenty re- 
maining to bequeath to Frances. 
After her first two marriages failed, 
she set out on a trip around the 
world in hope of finding romance. 

She found it, she thought, when 
she met the Arabian prince in a hotel 
in Bagdad. 

“From my first glimpse of him,” 
she said later, “I realized that here 
was a sensitive, cultured man the 
sort of mate I had dreamed of. Ilis 
clothes were exquisite and on his 
head he wore a headdress of cream- 
white cashmere embroidered in silver. 
As we talked I realized that our tem- 
peraments were in harmony, although 
we lacked a common speech.” 

When he sent for her after her 
return, she hurried back and they 
were married in a Bagdad mosque. 

For a while life was as thrilling 
as she had hoped, but the desert 
tribesmen didn’t take to her. 

“My husband’s retainers got the 
idea that if I should die, he would 
receive a large sum of money,” she 
said. “They acted in characteristic 
fashion. Once I was poisoned. Again, 
raiding Bedouins stoned me. Another 
time zealous Arabs broke inte my 
room and beat me into insensibility.” 


» 


Worst of all was her husband’s 
jealousy. He became infuriated, she 
said, if she even looked at another 
man and whenever she wrote a letter 
in Englisn he was enraged because 
he couldn't read it. They parted 
three times and were reunited twice. 
After the third separation, she got 
the Moslem equivalent of .a divorce. 

Apparently his matrimonial con- 
tact with America inspired the sheik 
to take Horace Greeley’s advice. At 
any rate, he was in New York when 
the editor of The Arab World intro- 
duced him to Constance Wellman, 
daughter of a Manhattan lawyer. 

Constance wanted to learn to speak 
Arabic, and the sheik agreed to teach 
her. After the second lesson they 
dined together, and after a few more 
they were married. ‘That was in Au- 
gust, 1945. He was 42 then and sne 
was 30. She helped him establish an 
exporting business, which, she says, 
now earns more than $50,000 a year, 
but apparently she found him just as 
hard to live with as Frances did. 

Immediately after the marriage, 
she said, he became suspicious of 
every man she met, particularly any- 
one in uniform. 

“T was terrified,” she said, “when 
he sat through a whole meal in a res- 
taurant holding a knife in his hand in 
a position to throw it at three harm- 
less young men in uniform who were 
guilty of nothing more damaging than 
being in the restaurant.” 

Suing for a separation the other 
day, Constance listed some outbursts 
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of temper whieh might have been ap- 
proved in Arabia, but were hardly in 
accord with Western conventions. 

She said he— 

Threw a lighted cigar in her face, 
just missing her left eye. 

Burned her severely with a lighted 
cigarette. 

Smashed the breakfast dishes if 
anything ‘displeased him, and once 
grabbed a bottle of milk from her 
hands and threw it in the bathtub 
because she wasn't preparing his food 
fast enough. 

Threw an ink bottle at her. 

Slapped her and knocked her down. 

Twice tried deliberately to wreck 
a car in which he was driving with 
her, her mother and her infant son, 

“Any tears at any time on my part 
immediately brought out his sadism,” 
Constance declared, “and each time 
he was certain to give me more rea- 
son to continue” 

The sheik, in an answering affi- 
davit, insisted that all his wife's 
charges were false, and added: 

“T cannot refrain from exclaiming 
from the inner recesses of my seul 
that her affidavit Is an outrage.” 

What was even more outrageous, 
he said, was that his wife communi- 
cated her troubles to the royal fam- 
ilies of Saudi-Arabia, and even went 
so far as to cable King Abdul Aziz 
Riad. 

He said her request for $1,500 
monthly alimony and $7,500 counsel 
fees was ridiculous, because, “far 
from being affluent, I am thorough. 
ly insolvent.” 

And, finally, to show how thor- 
oughly westernized he had become, 
he asserted that Constance wasn't a 
bona fide resident of Nevada when 
she obtained a Reno divorce from her 
first husband, so consequently her 
second marriage was void.

It Was a Good Lotion for Horses, but When 
It Swept the- Country as a Tuberculosis 
Cure, Graves Told the Story

4i HA'l is this remarkable preparation?” 
mild-mannered William P, McClellan, 
the liveryman, asied his friend, Old 
Doc Byrnes, one day at a little Massachusetts 
race track. 

“It’s the best hogse liniment you ever saw,’ 
said Doc Byrnes: “Mostly turpentine, ammonia, 
eggs and water.” 

Out of this haphazard conversation concerning 
a crude and violent brew there developed one of 
the most fearful and wid@spread of all the ‘‘tu- 
berculosis cures” which at.one time or another 
have sent countless, trusting men, women and 
children to early death, 

That cure—-the bHstering liniment—swept the 
country. Its promotion was classic in its bold- 
ness and tragic in’its ingenuity. Receipts ran 
to $140,000 a year. 

“I was dying of tuberculosis, and now I am 
well,” patients wrote in testimonials, and a little 
later they died of tuberculosis, 

“The White Plague is conquered,” wrote Belle 
F. Kendall of West Medford, Mass., and she 
died of the White Plague. 

There were others, and they were many, and 
almost to the end they looked with dying eyes on 
the horse liniment as the panacea that would 
give them years to live, and health, and strength, 
and the courage of the past. 


T IS a grim record. But it is worth observing. 

It is a lesson.for the American people, to be 
kept in mind today, as new faké cures spring up. 
Its end, happily, is a triumph for that unrelenting 
foe of all medical fakes—-the Federal Food and 
Drug Administration. 

Its beginning was casual and homespun. The 
creduljous Jiveryman, McClellan, made up Old Doc 
syrnes’ formula and applied it to his horses. He 
then applied it to his landlord and: his landlord's 
sister, to his bookkeeper and his bookkeeper’s 
daughter. 

It did burn, and it was a good DOKee pers 
and McClellan, branching out, began fo peddle 
it from house to house as a rheumatism remedy, 
a dollar a bottle. <% . 

He gave it. two lettérs’ of, the alphabet as a 
name. “B*” for his wife, a+former Miss Burns, 
and “M” for his own last fame. So it became 
simply B. & M., destined to alter the fate of 
tens of thousands of innocent believers in gross 
error and bold promotion. 

B. & M. did pretty well from the start. Ap- 
plied, it reddened the skin. You could feel it take 
hold. But the liveryman was not one to see jts 
potentialities. ' 

Someone else did. Neat and chubby Frank 
E. Rollins, the liveryman’s bookkeeper, was the 
one. Bright-eyed, and apple-cheeked, even at 72, 


he recalled that he hati once worked for a com- 


pany turning out a harmless, useless potion 
and had seen it make a fortune. Perhaps B. & M. 
was what, all along, he had been waiting for. 
He spoke to McClellan about it. 

“Of course, if you want to buy into it ts 
said McClellan, and hesitated, ,He’d had to bor 
row money from his landlord, “I'd be glad to 
have you,” 


N LESS than a year, Rollins had most of the 

stock. A little later, it was his company. Think- 
ing over his case, the Food and Drug Administra 
lion today believes he was a born charlatan, blind 
to truth, deaf to logic. 

When he won control, he branched out. 

“(Good for rheumatism?” he chuckled. “Good- 
ness knows WHAT this won't cure!” 

He began to think about this, and presently 
he announced that the liniment was a cure for 
tuberculosis, 

Then he announced that it was a cure for 
cancer, pneumonia, peritonitis, locomotor ataxia, 
infantile ‘paralysis, scarlet fever, goitre, diph- 
theria, asthma and almost as an at#ter-thought 
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colds, sprains and inseg¢t bites. 

[It was the tuberculosis cure, however, that he 
stressed, In and around Boston, Nis sales 
mounted, and he pushed on Into other states. 
Massachusetts, under its Blue Sky Law, prose- 
cuted him, but a state law held no terror for him. 

To his defense came two of his patients, Mrs. 
Edith Merchant, of- Ashland, N. H., and Paul 
Mulino, of Boston. They testified that the horse 
liniment had cured them of 4uberculosis. 

State officials challenged this. They had the 
witnesses X-rayed and they showed that both 
still were suffering from tuberculosis, Mulino in 
the final stage of the disease (he died soon after 
the trial). 

So the state won, convicting Rollins on two 
counts, but it was a minor victory, for he was 
fined only $10 for misrepresentation, and he kept 
his bottling works humming. 

The federal government went for him, then, 
and it fared even worse. It charged his claims 
were false and fraudulent (under the law pre- 
ceding the present drug law) but a jury held 
that he, himself, believed them, and presented him 
with an acquittal. 


HE acquittal was an elixir for exuberant little 

Rollins. In state after state, his booklets flut- 
tered on doorsteps, his agents carried his mes- 
sage of hope to the hopeless, his B. & M. bottles 
stood, respected, in the kitchen cupboards of 
little towns and in the medicine chests of big 
town apartments. 

Throughout the country, the four-ounce bot- 
tle sold for 75 cents, and to a patient in sore need, 
it might not last the day. Rollins warned against 
sparing use of the concoction. The large-size 
bottles were $1.25 and they came by the dozen 
at a special rate of $12.50. 

The booklets told the potion’s wonder. “The 
only known penetrating germicide,” it soaked 
down through the skin, tissues, fluids, bones, to 
all parts of the body, “except, perhaps, the brain,” 
to a depth depending on the amount ‘and con- 
centration used. 

As to tuberculosis his booklet said: “By proper 
use of B. & M. complete recovery from an éarly 
stage of the disease may be expected «under 
home treatment without interruption of the ordi- 
nary activities of life and with few, if any, erup- 
tions on the skin. The time required to destroy 
the germs in advanced cases depends upon the 
size and character of the infection and the quan 
tity of B. & M. used.” 

The Food and Drug Administration decided 
that no matter what it cost, nor how long it 
took, it would put B. & M. out of the business of 
treating tuberculosis, 

Its executives and agents worked years on the 
case, spent $75,000 in piling up evidence, and 
finally, in 1932, in Baltimore, Md., brought court 
action, before Judge W. Calvin Chesnut. 


HAT action today is looked on by drug law en- 

forcement agents as historic. ItS name was 
“U. S. vs. Certain Bottles of B. & M.” Its object 
was to prove the misbranding of a shipment of 
the liniment, win an order for its destroyal, and 
so eventually to smash the B. & M. business by 
preventing it from using a reference to a tubercu- 
losis cure on the label, 

Witnesses were called from every part of 
the country, eminent medical men to testify ex- 
actly what B. & M. could .do, and could not; 
patients who had taken B. & M., and the surviv- 
ors of patients who had taken it, and trusted it, 
and died, 

There for the record and the court was the 
pitiful story of Belle I’. Kendall, whose home in 
West Medford, Mass., had been only half a dozen 
blocks from that of Rollins. 

Her testimonial for B. & M. said: “Miss Ken- 
dall earnestly desires to inform other sufferers 
that the White Plague is conquered.” 

Her death certificate, introduced as evidence, 
showed she died of tuberculosis three years after 
she indorsed the liniment and 11 years before her 
testimonial was printed in one of the B. & M., 
booklets, 


The story, in evidence, of the Allen, family 
was even more tragic, for there were three of 
them, sisters, and they, too, with the White Plague 
upon them, had put their faith in the crude, old, 
mixture; turpentine,-ammonia, eggs and water. 

They had been admitted to the Rhode Island 
Tuberculosis Sanitarium for treatment, but they 
did not stay. From outside the walls they had 
word of B. & M. 


* AARGARET heard about it from a brother-in- 

law. She told the others. When they found 
they would not be allowed to use it in the scien- 
tifically run sanitarium, they went home to take 
b. & M. 

Martha, 18, the youngest, died three months 
later. Elizabeth died six .months later. Margaret 
grew worse (and died soon after the trial). 

They had seen pictured on the booklets the 
motherly face of Mrs. Emma R. Hammond, of 
Keene, N. H., and to the court the story of Mrs, 
Hammond was told, too. 

“Mrs. Hammond first received B. & M. from 
her pastor,” the booklets said. “Thereafter, 
from early morn until late at night, and some- 
times into the night, she sought out the sick who 
were unable to obtain other help.” 

She was over 70, the booklets said, and hers 
were “errands of mercy.” She supplied B. & M. 
to “eight well-advanced tubercular cases,” of 
which six, it was claimed, “apparently were mak 
ing good progress,”

The government hit that statement hard. It 
showed that four of the eight never had had tu- 
berculosis. Relatives of others, testifying as to 
their deaths, revealed that motherly Mrs. Ham.- 
mond had been an authorized agent of B. & M. 

That blow delivered, the government then 
struck an even harder one. dt revealed that Mrs. 
Edith Merchant, of Ashland, N. H., who in an 
earlier trial had said the liniment had cured her 
of tuberculosis (although she was shown to. be 
tubercular), also was at the disposal of B. & M. 
for money. It showed that Rollins paid her 
$1,100 for rendering the service advertised at the 
end of her testimonial: 

“IT would be glad to answer letters should 
anyone care to know more about my case.” 

On her deathbed, too weak to write, she gave 
over to her son, and Rollins agreed to pay him 
$50 a month to handle her correspondence. The 
court heard this evidence, and it heard, too, the 
cause of her death. Her death certificate revealed 
it as pulmonary. and intestinal tuberculosis. 

Kiven that had not staggered Rollins. Ina 
letier to her son, he had written: 


“It is of considerable importance to us to 
know the cause of death. We suspect it was can- 
cer...People who would like to make it appear 
that B. & M. accomplishes nothing will assume 
that the cause of death was tuberculosis unless 
the contrary can be positively stated.” 

Acceding to a request for a loan, he had en- 
closed a check for $50, and Mrs. Merchant’s son 
had replied satisfactorily. 

One after another, the claims of testimonial 
writers were cited by the prosecution, “I never 
felt better in my life.” “I can not praise B. & M. 
too much.” They said things like that. 

Their death certificates said: “Cause of death: 
Tuberculosis.” 


O EVIDENCE such as this, the testimany of 
some of the country’s great medical leaders was 
added: 

Dr, E. M. K. Geilling, Johns Hopkins pharmacol- 
ogist, branded the B. & M. claims as “Absolute 
nonsense.” Dr. Lawrason Brown of Saranac Lake, 
N. Y., Dr. Victor F. Cullen of the Maryland State 
Hospital for ‘Tuberculars, and Dr. Robert Kerr, 
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director of New Hampshire's tuberculosis con 
trol program, agreed with him. 

“B. & M. has no merit whatever in the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis or in any of the other dis- 
eases mentioned in the labeling.” They con- 
curred in this, and the evidence showed that grave 
yards bore them out, 

To the defense’s plaint that the government's 
relentless Dr. C. E. Holton, chief investigator, 
had taken epitaphs from tombstones, the prose- 
cution attorney tartly retorted: 

“Well, that may be extreme, but do you blame 
the Department for looking for your customers 
in graveyards if you send them there!” 

Mr. Rollins, to the end, contended that he 
believed in B, & M., and had accepted the stories 
of patients who had told him of wonderful cures. 

The weight of the Department's evidence, how: 
ever, was too prodigious. Tee government at last 
caught up with B. & M. ‘The jury broucht ina 
verdict for the prosecution and quickly aiter that, 
in a separate action, the manufacturer was con- 
victed of misbranding and fined $2,000. 

B. & M., that symbol of hope to the dying, and 
Mr. Rollins, that benefactor of the anguished, 
went down together to defeat.

HEN the sound of the auc- 
WY iioncer's chant faded into the 

shadows of the vast Baker 
Acres at Northbrook, IIL, the other 
day, the $214,575 sale of a famous 
string of trotters and pacers marked 
an unusual double retirement, that of 
a venerable sportsman and his be- 
loved racer, Greyhound, 

“Greyhound and I are heading for 
the easy chair,” smiled debonair Col. 
Edward J. Baker, who reluctantly 
elosed his colorful 30-year career in 
harness racing on doctor’s orders. 

But the familiar “going ... going 
... gone” of the auctioneer was not 
sounded over the invincible Grey- 
hound, all-time King of the Trotters 
whose powerful strides once clicked 
off a mile in 1:55%. 

MultimilHonaire Colonel Baker, 
now 79 and ailing, consented to the 
sale of his great Algiers, winner of 
the $50,000 Golden West Trot at Hol- 
lywood Park last spring, along with 
16 other trotters and pacers and 27 
show horses—-but Greyhound will 
remain his to the end. 

Never again will the giant gelding 
be asked to appear, even in exhibi- 
tions. He has earned a rest. The 
mightiest trotter ever hitched to a 
sulky, his gray hair turned snowy 
white with the passing of 15 years, 
withdraws from the scenes of his 
triumphs owning 17 world’s records. 

Baker, brother-in-law of the late 
John W. (Bet a Million) Gates, one 


of the most fabulous speculators in 
history, has’ parted with many great 
horses, but he never hag considered 
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selling Greyhound for any amount. 

In 1940, on the advice of his phy- 
sicians that time, too, the diminutive 
sportsman disposed of his stable. It 
included Winnipeg, Star Etawah, His 
Majesty, Cardinal Prince and Her 
Ladyship, all of which had bettered 
two minutes for the mile. 

But the urge of the sport he loved 
was irresistible, and the colonel re- 
turned to it in 1941, purchasing sev- 
eral leading standardbreds. He then 
brought Greyhound out of retirement 


“for coast*to coast exhibitions. 


Now the days of floral horseshoes 
and turnultuous applause are over for 
both the grand little man of harness 
racing and his champion of champions. 

“Greyhound did everything there 


was for him to do,” Baker mused, 


“He was in a class by himself.” 


However, this Man o’ War of 
harness racing had a humble begin- 
ning. ‘Taken to the Lexington, Ky., 
yearling sales in 1933 from,his near- 
by birthplace on _ the mahurst 
farms, this gawky, odd-colored sofi of 


Elizabeth-Guy Abbe was haltered by 


Colonel Baker for only $900. 

As soon as he went to the post, 
though, the youngster confirmed his 
owner's reputation as a shrewd judge 
of horseflesh. Greyhound negotiated 
the oval at Syracuse, N. Y., in 2:04%, 
the fastest time a two-year-old ev®r 
trotted a mile. 

Then the following year he went 
on to capture the Hambletonian at 
Goshen, N. Y., the worid’s richest 
trotting event. His two-heat mark of 
2:02% and 2:02% still stands. 

Clockers stood agog. ‘There were

offers, a deluge of them, for this 
gelding whose exploits were to be- 
come legendary. Colonel Baker shook 
his head... He wouldn't sell, not even 
for the $50,000 offered by one man. 
Greyhound’s greatest year was in 
1935, when the champion made a 
clean sweep of eight triumphs in as 
many starts. The climax to his 
amazing career came on Sept. 2, 
1938, at Lexington, when he erased 
the mark set 16 years before by 
Peter Manning for the mileg It was 
on this occasion that Greyhound sped 
the distance in his spectacular 1:55. 
Again in 1939, Peter Manning was 
relegated to a back stall when his 
world’s record for two miles was 
lowered to 4:06 by Greyhound. 
Whenever Greyhound entered the 
winner’s circle, Sep Palin, veteran 
Indianapolis reinsman, was the driver. 
But late in 1940, Palin and Baker 
came to a parting of the ways, 
The colonel was seriously ill in a 
St. Charles hospital and Palin was in 
charge of his stable.

Prominent in Kane County, Illinois, 
civic and political affairs, Baker lives 
in St. Charles, a community whose 
growth is largely traceable to him. 

Nearly all the buildings in that 
Illinois town are either Baker-owned 
or Baker-inspired, including the larg- 
est bank, theatre, hotel and com- 
munity house, to name a few.

HAT is it, Frank?” the doc- 
tor asked as he came into 
the apartment. “What hap- 
pened?” 

Frank W. Case, a tall, heavily-built young man, 
gestured toward the bathroom, saying, “There 
she is. I—I guess it’s all over.” 

Dr. Charles Lee Anderson hastened to the body. 

Lovely-looking, chestnut-haired Mary Harriet 
Case lay on the floor just outside the bathroom 
door. Her blue smock was soaked with water 
and blood. 

“She was in the bathtub,” said the husband. 
“T carried her out. Then I called you.” 

Dr. Anderson, noting the deep wounds in her 
head, made a brief examination. Then.he said, 
“Frank, she’s—” 

Case nodded dazedly. “T know. There’s nothing 
you can do. The superintendent is calling the 
police,” 

The superintendent of this apartment house on 
SOth st. in suburban Jackson Heights, New York 
City, contacted Detective James Sullivan, a young 
officer at the Newtown station. 

Soon Sullivan.arrived, accompanied by various 
superiors—-Lieut. Jim Smith, in charge of detec- 
tives at that precinct, Capt. Edward Burke and 
Capt. Jim Fogarty, both of the Queens county 
homicide squad. 

“Don’t anybody touch anything,” Lieut. Smith 
ordered, “iiverything must be left untouched 
until the men from the crime laboratory get 
here,” 

Then he directed his attention to Case, sitting 
dejectedly in a couch in the living room. “Mean- 
wnile, Mr. Case,” he added, “I’d like to have your 
story.” 

Case told his age, which was 30, his wife’s 
age, 26. He said they had been married a little 
more than a year, and had taken this three-room 
apartment upon return from their honeymoon. 


Ek SAID that he had left home, as usual, at 8 

o'clock on this morning of Jan. 11, 1937, and 
spent the day at his place of business in Man- 
haitan. He explained that he worked for a large 
hotel corporation, being in charge of liquor sales 
for one of tne company’s hotels. 

“IT studied hote! management at Cornell,” he 
continued, “I met my wife while she was a 
student al Skidmore college in Saratoga Springs, 
my home town.” 

“Te:| me about your discovery of the crime,” 
said Smith. 

“I tried to reach Mary by telephone at 6 
o'clock. I wanted to tell her that I would be 
delayed at the office. When she didn’t answer, 
I decided that she must have gone out to buy 
groceries for dinner. 

“Then i tried to reach friends in the building 
here. But none of them answered. I began to 
worry.” 

“Why?” Lieut, Smith inquired. 

“Well, ever since Mrs. Titterton was murdered, 
over there on Beekman place, I’ve dreaded some- 
thing like this. I had a chain lock put on the door, 
and cautioned Mary never to let anyone in that 
she didy’t know. But—but, as it happened, the 
chain lock wasn’t enough.” 

“You don’t think she would admit a stranger?” 

Case shook his head, 

He said he got home at 6:35 and found the 
door to the apartment closed but not locked: As 
he entered, he heard water running in the bathtub, 
lie saw a chair lying on its side In the living 
room, 

“T ran to the bathroom right away. She was 
in the tub. The water was running over. She 
was covered by a bedspread.” 

“What did you do, Mr. Case?” 

“T pulled her out. I thought her still alive.” 


T THAT moment, he continued, the doorbell 

had sounded. 

It had been the superintendent, John Kaldy. 
Kaldy had explained that the people in the apart- 
ment below had complained about water seeping 
through the ceiling. 

“T told him what I had found,” Case concluded, 
“and asked him to call the police.” 

Dr. Anderson, who lived but three blocks away, 
said that he had tested the temperature of the 
water in the tub, hoping that this might help to 
fix the time of the homicide. He had found the 
water quite warm: 75 degrees. 

“As your experts will discover,” the doctor 
said, “Mrs. Case was beaten over the head with 
a heavy instrument. And there are marks on 
her throat to indicate that she was strangled.” 

It appeared that she had been attacked in the 
kitchen while standing between the -sink and the 
gas range, for there was a red trail extending 
from that spot out into the hall and around a 
closet into the bathroom. 

Mrs. Case’s slippers lay on the kitchen floor, 
as though they had dropped off when her assAil- 
ant dragged her to the bathroom, 

“T would. like to suggest,” Lieut. Smith told 
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"“! Had a Chain Lock Put on the 
Door, and Cautioned Mary 
Never to Let Anyone In That 
She Didn't Know. But, as It 
Happened, the Chain Lock 
Wasn't Enough.” 


Case, “that you check through the house and see 
if anything is missing.” 

Case did this, and preSently reported that he 
had not been able to find: 

1. Two pocketbooks belonging to his wife. 

2. A jewel case which had contained an assort- 
ment of trinkets. 

3. A suit of his, ! 

Detective Smith asked if Mrs. Case might not 
have sent the suit to the cleaners’, but the hus- 
band replied that she undoubtedly had not, for 
it was a brand new sult. 

“Did Mrs. Case wear a_ wedding ring?” 
Captain Burke asked. 

“Always.” 

“Well, that’s missing, too,” said Burke. 

Within an hour of the telephone call to the 
Newtown precinct, Deputy Chief Inspector John 
J. Ryan assigned almost 100 officers to the investi- 
gation. Here was a homicide that challenged the 
skill and reputation of the world’s most efficient 
detective organization. 

Naturally, just because a few articles had been 
removed from the apartment, Chief Ryan’s men 
did not immediately conclude that the motive had 
been robbery. Still... 

The victim had been born Mary Harriet Robin- 
son in Lancaster, Pa., and had been a leader in 
school activities during her four years at Skid- 
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more. On her graduation in 1933, she had gotten 
a job in an art shop in New York City, then gone 
to work for a Fifth Avenue department store, as 
a designer of leather and silver novekies. 

She had. married Frank Case on Nov. 23, 1935, 
at the First Reformed Church in Lancaster. 

“There never was any trouble between us,” 
Case told his questioners. He said that he and 
Mary had come to live in this 88-family apartment 
house because he had previously shared an apart- 
ment in this same building with a college class- 
mate, Arthur Hunt. Mary had known. Hunt, he 
added, but had never shown anything mof® than 
a friendly interest in him. 


IEFUT. SMITH asked- if Mrs. Case had had 

trouble with anyone in the community. He said: 

“Not that I know of. However, perhaps you 
should know that this apartment was entered last 
July, and certain things were stolen.” 

The. stolen articles, he said, included several 
suits and shirts as well as personal effects be- 
longing to his wife. . 

By this time, the crime laboratory men had 
arrived. As usual, they examined every square 
inch of the apartment for possible clews. 

They noted that the intruder could have en- 
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tered the apartment by either of two stairways 
or by a self-service elevator. One stairway was 
near the door to the apartment, the other stairway 
and the elevator were at the end of the hall. 

No employes or tenants of the six-story build- 
ing had noticed anyone of a suspicious character 
in the building, nor had anyone heard anything. 

“What can you tell us?” Chief Ryan asked Dr. 
Richard Grimes, the assistant medical examiner. 

“She sustained several deep skull fractures 
extending from the right temple to a point just 
about the right ear,” Dr. Grimes replied. “She 
was also strangled, but not criminally assaulted.” 

“What sort of weapon?” 

“IT should say the blows were administered 
with a ball-headed hammer.” 

“What about the time of death?” 

Dr. Grimes said he estimated that Mrs. 
had died at about 2:30 p.m. 
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HILE he and Ryan were talking, officers 
from the police laboratory prepared to pare 
the victim’s fingernails for examination and analy- 
sis. As one of the men straightened out the fin- 
gers of the right hand, he observed several brown 
hairs. He counted 18 hairs, all of fine’ texture. 
“Have you found anything?” Ryan asked a 
fingerprint expert, Alexander Clark. 

“T’ve found plenty of prints, sir,” the officer 
replied. “I have an idea that three impressions, 
which I got off the lower panel of the bathroom 
door, may lead to something.” 

Lieut. Smith, meanwhile, had noticed a pack- 
age of fresh laundry just inside the front door, 
and he had learned that newly-issued telephone 
directories had been distributed that day. 

The laundry delivery man, Benjamin Wein- 
berg, said he had delivered the bundle at 11:30 
4. m., and that the door had been ajar at thaté 
time. According to his story, he had deposited 
the laundry inside the door when no one answered. 

Could Mrs. Case have been dead at that time? 
The answer seemed to be no, for Kaldy, the 
janitor, insisted that he had seen her at about 
noon downstairs in the lobby. 

She had asked if the mail had arrived yet, he 
had replied that it had, and she had returned 
upstairs by way of the elevator. 

As for the telephone directory angle, Smith 
learned that a crew of men had circulated through 
the building early that afternoon. One of them, 
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Gus Nestro, said that he had rung the Case apart. 
ment doorbell at Just about 2:30, the approximate 
time of the murder. 

No one had answered his ring, he said, so he 
had continued on to other subscribers. 

The crime laboratory reported: 

1. That the hairs found clenched in Mrs. Case’s 
right hand had come from her own head. 

2. That bits of flesh had been found under- 
neath her fingernails. 

As for the fingerprints found on the bathroom 
door, these could not be matched at headquarters. 

Suddenly Detective Thomas Coote burst into 
the Case apartment, holding several articles in 
his hands. 

“I just found these things in the incinerator!” 
he exclaimed. 

The articles included two pocketbooks, a 
mechanic’s hammer, and a pair of bloodstained 
brown tweed trousers. ‘The ball head. of the 
hammer bore traces of blood and brown hair. 

This discovery led to two deductions: 

1. It.seemed unlikely that any employe of the 
apartment building could have been involved 
because he would have known that the incinerator 
did not go into operation until 10 p. m. 

2. The guilty person must have been familiar 
with the facilities of the building, as the incin- 
erator chutes were concealed by closets. 

The pocketbooks had belonged to Mrs. Case, 
her husband said. He said he had never seen 
the hammer nor the trousers before. 

The trousers were of. excellent material, 
though rather worn. They had been taken in at 
the waist to a size 32. The fact that they had 
become raveled at the cuffs indicated that they 
had been slightly too long for the wearer. 


PPARENTLY, therefore, the trousers had fore 

merly belonged to someone else. 

One of the pockets contained two keys. 

Another possible clew was the presence of a 
tailor’s mark on the lining of the right hip pocket. 

Chief Ryan’s men soon determined that the 
keys, which had been skilfully filed, opened locks 
in the apartment building. No fewer than six 
apartments, not including the Case apartment, 
could be entered. One of them was a vacant 
apartment directly above the Case home. 

A visit to this latter apartment produced some 
new exhibits: a coat, a vest, and a pair of trousers 
matching the* pair found in the incinerator. 

As soon as tailoring shops opened the next 
morning, numerous detectives tackled the task of 
tracing the trousers via the cleaner’s mark. 

That evening, Detective William Jackson, who 
had often been cited for his work on important 
homicides, tramped from shop to shop in Harlem, 
accompanied by his partner, Fred Trumpf, Jr. 

Their 29th port of call wats the Ideal dry 
cleaning establishment of~ Charles Vencentos on 
West 118th st. They showed him the trousers 
that had been found in the incinerator. . 

“Listen, officers,” he protested, “I handle a 
million pants like this. How could I remember 
everybody that comes in here?” 

“This number shows that the garment was 
cleaned at a shop in Harlem,” said Jackson. “Do 
you write the number 7 like this?” 

Vencentos looked, scratched his jaw, and finally 
said, “As a matter of fact I do. Let me look up 
my records.” 

A few moments later he bowled the officers 
over by saying. “I received that pair of pants on 
Dec. 23.” 

“Who was the customer?” 

“I don’t Know his name but he lives right near 
here—at No. 68. Short, wiry fellow. His younger 
brother brought a suit here only the other day.” 

“Is it still here?” 

“Yes, I'll get it.” 

Vencentos went to a rack and returned with a 
freshly cleaned and pressed gray suit. Jackson 
gave one look at the label and exclaimed, “Fred, 
this was stolen from Case’s apartment last July!” 

They soon learned that the short, wiry man 
bore the curious first name of Major, and that his 
family name was Green. He had been employed 
as a porter in the Jackson Heights building, and 
he lived on 118th st. with his wife, brother, and 
wife’s nephew. 

At the Newtown police station, whence Jack- 
son and Trumpf rushed him, it was discovered: 

1..That he was wearing a shirt bearing on the 
neckband the initials “F. W. C.” 

2. That there were scratches on his right arm. 

3. That his fingerprints matched those found 
on the bathroom door. 

How had he received those scratches? He 
replied that he must have gotten them while pull. 
ing up a carpet. 

What carpet? Where? Well, maybe it wasn’t 
from pulling up a carpet. Maybe his wife, Juanita, 
had scratched him in a fight. 

Would his wife testify to that? Maybe. 

REEN was asked if he had received a brown 

tweed suit six months previously from Ernest 
Hutton, a tenant in the apartment building. He 
denied that he had, but Hutton positively identi- 
fied the suit as one that had belonged to him. 

How did he account for his fingerprints on the 
bathroom door? He replied that he could not. 

While he was being questioned, his shoes were 
removed and examined under a microscope. Soon 
Chief Ryan learned that the shoes were blood- 
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stained, and that a silky brown hair had been 
found on the instep. — 

Green admitted that maybe the hair had come 
from Mrs. Case’s head, but he didn’t know how. 

The 33-year-old suspect, despite all this mount- 
ing evidence, refused to break down. 

Finally District Attorney Sullivan suggested 
that Green be subjected to a lie detector test. 

“They've got one of those things at the Ford- 
ham University psychology school in the Wool- 
worth building,” he told Ryan. “It’s called a 
recording psycho-galvanometer.” 

As lie detector evidence could not be intro- 
duced in any New York court, the police official 
demurred. Besides, if the test proved a flop, it 
would be a feather in the cap of the defense. 
But in the end, the district attorney got his way. 


O-GREEN, shirtless and shoeless, was hustled 
across the river to Manhattan. 

The test proved a complete success. After 
the machine and its inventor, the Rev. Walter G. 
Summers, got through with the suspect, every- 
body could see that Green was their man. 

Twenty-four hours later the police announced 
that he had confessed. 

He said he had struck Mrs. Case after she 
discovered that he had entered the apartment bent 
on robbery. He had dragged her into the bath- 
room, and when she had revived there he had 
struck her ‘again. 

He had changed to that blue suit belonging to 
Case, deposited the stained tweed trotsers and 
other articles into the incinerator, then had gone 
to his locker and changed to his street wear. (A 
recheck of the incinerator refuse produced the 
victim’s wedding ring.) 

“Tl cannot sufficiently praise Deputy Inspector 
Ryan,” Police Commissioner Valentine told the 
press. -“In fact, I am proud of every man who 
worked on this investigation.” 

One month later, Major Green was convicted, 
and on Aug. 19 was executed at Sing Sing.

HOw do you tell a wom- 
an’s age? By her hands?

Look in your’. mirror. 
Take a good look—at your 
eyebrows. They’re not the 
straight little baby brows 
that go with little faces. 
Nor are they the pixy up- 
at-the-corner sort that go 
with schoolgirls. Maybe, if 
you’re a meticulous lassie, 
they’re the highly arched 
in-the-20s eyebrows. ‘These 
are the ones to hang on to— 
even if your 20s have gone 
for a sleigh ride. 


W H4T happens after that 

age? Gradually the 
arch drops. The brow be- 
comes heavily prominent, 
near your nose—but only to 
the middle of your eyes. 
There it fizzles out. 

Luckily this isn’t too dif- 
ficult to fix. Trim the brows 
by tweezing them on the 
under side. Naturally, any 
hairs off the beaten path 
on the upper side have to 
be vanquished as well. 

Then, using a soft eye- 
brow pencil, in a color just 
a little darker than your 
hair, fill in the outer part 
of your brow. This is done 
with short, light strokes of 
the pencil. Then go over 
your brows like this: Using 
your thumb and index fin- 
ger, go along the brow 
(starting at the nose, fin- 
ishing at the temple), lightly 
pinching the hairs between 
the fingers. Makes for a 
more even line. 


OW let’s look at Granny. 


If she’s like most, her. 


brows will go every which 
way, straggly-like. Perhaps, 
too, they’ll be sparse but 
coarse. What to do if 


train the straggly hairs to 
lie down quietly. If brush- 
ing alone won’t do it, she 
can use a little cream or 
mascara on the brush. 

Then she should wield the 
eyebrow pencil deftly and 
with. finesse to put a nat- 
ural tooking and orderly 
line on her brow. 


HINGS not to do: Don’t 

shave off the eyebrow 
and then draw on one deep, 
long gash. It only makes 
you look.like a villainess in 
a silent movie. 

Don’t tweeze the brows 
until they’re mere _ skele- 
tons of their former selves. 
Generally, a natural line to 
your eyebrows looks best. 
You can help nature along, 
of course. No one expects 
you to stand for heavy, 
grown-together brows over 
your nose. On the other 
hand, don’t expect to be 
taken seriously if your 
brows look like they’re 
about to take flight—in V 
formation. 


HE right idea to have 
toward your eyebrows is 
to consider them a frame 
for your eyes. If you were 
buying a frame for a pic- 
ture, you’d not buy a washed 
out affair that does noth- 
ing .whatever to enhance 
the picture. On the other 
hand, you wouldn’t buy a 
frame that overshadowed 
the work of art, would you? 

All right. Your eyes are 
the art>pieces you want to 
frame with your eyebrows. 
Non’t detract from them. 

Choose your eyebrow pen- 
cil with care. Don’t buy 
just any color your hands 
happen to fall on. Look 
them over. Colors range 
from light brown, through 
auburn, dark brown, black 
and gray.

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E’S nothing like wak- 

up in the morning 
thoroughly rested and re- 
freshed. But you can’t do it 
with a lumpy mattress and 
sagging bedsprings. 

To. test your mattress, 
place a yardstick across it 
at several intervals. If the 
mattress touches the yard: 
stick at every point, it is 
still level. If it dips down 
in spots, it is worn out and 
needs replacing. 

To test a bedspring, apply 
pressure with your hand to 
see if it sags. Examine it 
for bent coils and broken 
connections. 


Personal Preferences 


QV HEN buying a new mat- 
tress, keep in mind the 
preferences of the person 
who is to use it. Heavy per- 
sons will usually prefer a 
firm foundation, while light- 
weights generally rest more 
comfortably on a softer one. 
Growing children should al- 
ways have firm bedding. 
For maximum comfort 
choose sleeping equipment 
six inches longer than your 
height. If necessary, you 
can buy extra long mat- 
tresses and springs on spe- 
cial order. 


Buying a Mattress 


HERE are two types of 

mattresses— the _  inner- 
spring and the solid uphol- 
stered. An innerspring mat- 
tress may have individually 
encased coils, or the coils 
may be fastened together 
with small springs or metal 
ties. A good mattress will 
not have fewer than 180 
coils. 

Horse or cattle hair is 
used as filling in better in- 
nerspring mattresses. If cot- 
ton felting is used, be sure 


it is made of long-fibred 
cotton. Sisal fs usually used 
in combination with cotton 
felt. It should be in pad 
form, not loose. Latex is a 
new filling .material. See 
that it covers the entire sur- 
face of the mattress and is 
at least one inch thick. 

The best solid filled mat- 
tresses contain long-fibered 
cotton and are for those 
who wish a very firm sleep- 
ing.base. They are also less 
expensive than innerspring 
mattresses. 

Covering for mattresses 
should be six- or eight-ounve 
woven ticking or damask. 
Better mattresses have vein- 
forced borders, ventilators, 
and firmly attached handles 
for easy turning. 

Most states have a law 
that tags on mattresses 
must tell what the contents 
are, what percentage of each 
matevial is present, and 
whether the materials are 
new or -not. Read this label 
carefully before making 
your selection. 


For Long Wear 

URN solid upholstered 

mattresses every week 
and innerspring mattresses 
every two weeks—end over 
end one time and side over 
side the next. This will fluff 
up the filling and distribute 
wear. 

Air bed clothes and mat- 
tress well every morning. 

Clean mattress. once a 
month with a soft brush or 
vacuum cleaner attachment. 
* Mattress covers are a 
good investment for protec- 
tion of the ticking.
